Onlidec , Genile Reader , that all Knowledge and Learning is deſcended fiot 
rudenes , and inclines to return unto it. © Wuh much pain it was brought forth: 
ſo with might and main it muſt bee hcld up, leſt all runn into FART 27 ch again. 
And chis is the work of the Prophet, All piles incline ro confuſion thei for hee ſecketh 
ro {aye the Law, Becauſe in language ther bee many kindes. weigh his rule , hee write- 
ethupon the five books, five books : under the five beginnings out of the five books; 
ro wit,the firſt wordes of every book. That he ſo purpoled:the ends and the beginnings, 
dothroughly prove. They make every onea perfect concluſion , and beginn directly 
upon the firſt wordes of the ſame book in the Law, Though the bouks bee preciſely 
five: yet the number of the plalm continueth through all, which cannot but intend myſ- 
rery. This way isnot ſtrange to Poets,to deſcant upon words by allegoricall diſcourl, 
by this, hce trayaileth onely upon the myſteryes , and doubrfallnes of the Law , or the 
rermes of it, in the propheticall or heavenly flile ; takeing his frame fromthe Prophets, 
And this ſhall ſuffice ro makethe pfalmes ro argue the Law. Every glory hath his co- 
vering : IC. 4 ſo the pfalms are a brick copy of the Law, They treat of the Law and of 
the King , as every Law mult have a King; asit is a kingdom, The Law is wade out of 
the vercues, and the pſalms ext-Il it much out of the names of God. The pialms do 
carry a fair outward ſtile,but their treaſure is within them zand that is their holines. They 
arc indeed the revelation of the Law and the Prophets, His way is all upon A. B, C. 
defet , abounding , or diſordered , becauſ the Lerters bee ſo ſignificant. This is no 
ſtrange lerning , for moſt of the other books of che bible play the like, By any ſtcangenes 
in theconſtructi6,you ſhal find the myſtery,he works every plalm to agree with the num- 
ber of ir,byrhe fignificaticof the letters:becauſ the letters in the tongue be ſo ſignificant, 
that jt were abſurd ro negleR th&,of frowardnesto thwart the alluſion, or to crofſ them, 
Vnder ſuch acloud hee palſcth, and with fuch a vail hee revealeth. The curioſity is not 
to bee wondred at, yf you conſider the diligence of the Maſorites, and Rabbins, and 
their thirteen rules for the ſtudy of the Law. . He draweth all ro the immortall life of 
the Law, and the kingdom of God, and the power and glory therof , the way of God- 
lines, and commendation therof, for his title PRA1s xs. yf this bec his way,I have ſet 
your feet therin,and I rejoyce, As for my way:ficſt I have not verſed the Plalms, becauſ 
they can carry no myſtery with us,6c becaul the coherence is ſcatrercd ,by the curioſity of 
the work, thar it is like alatine verſ, with great diſtance between the Concords, neither 
can a pſalm be conſtrucd bur with relation from end to end. I haye cur them into three 
parts , ſo much the berter co conclude them: by how much the greater the ſetionsare, 
for the gathering of the more ſcnſ before the pauſe. The bufines of every pſalm beeing 
threefold: the ſeion naturally agreeth. As a Propoſition, Example, and Conclulion. 
Mark the firſt plalm. Sucha one is happy. How? Like atree&c. And why 2 Becauſ, 
or for, &c.So moſte commonly the diyifion will anſwer to theſl queſtions, what , how, 
and why,though the pſalm cannot bee cur preciſely at the queſtion. My Quotations 
are ordered in three Columnes , unverſed , for the multiplicity of them. The firſt of 
Pſalms , the next of the Law and firſt Prophets, to wir, all the books to Iſaiah. The 
Jaſt,all from Ifaiah and likewiſe the new teſtament. They arc of as many kindes as 
ther can be queſtions : ſormtimes for the language , fomtimes for ſenſ, ſomtimes for 
matter , ſometimes for form , ſometimes for phraſe , ſomerime for wordes , and ſome- 
time for conſtruction , quality , time or place, &c. by the points they are to bee apply- 
ed. You ihall know them by their fruir,and ſtall ſoon ſee by the recommendation of 
places in the pſalmes ; whar profit will com of the reſt of all the books, yf they wers 
requotcd accordingly. for ſo the yerſ may well be ſpared. For yariation of the let- 
ter both in word and Clauſe : ir manifeſteth, how the Conſtruction goeth, and accent- 
cth the matter and ſenſe of every Plalme 3 and that in many reſpects. The Capitals are 
for Generals, to which all parts haye relation. And theyare uſually doubled and mul- 
tiplycd ; that they may be noted, The change in the c lauſc zis a ſatisfaQtion to all que- 
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Kion, according as the ſtile declineth : often doubled and multiplicd alſo. My arguwents 

are of this ſort ; firſt, a repreſcnting of the pſalme, in proper or figurative language. 

Secondly,a ConftruQion which ap wy it ſelf wholcly to the letters and expoſition 

' of thew. And thirdly,how eyery plalny hath dependance from the firſt words of his pre- 
per book of the law. Andall is to revive the Prophet , and bring his glory to light , for

5 5. by a waſteing conſump- 
tion of the fleſh ; throughour, his body : hee prayeth for his own deliverance our of this 
burning choler, which hee calleth the wrath of God ; by his mercys in due time, Pf. 1 3- 
30-and that his enimyes may not ſee his deſtruQtion,P1 8.25.which they wiſh. And as ir 


hath bcen a longthreatning of death which hee indure-ed : ſo that they themſclues may

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bee,throughly tercifyed, and utterly confounded with horror , and ſuddainly aſhamed 
and aftonyed , to ſee his acceptation and recovery , Pf, 41- Andithis from thanks and 
peace offcing and ſacrifice of remembrance , Lev. 3.7. for Gods mercy upon true peni- 
rencey and confeſſion, which Death and the pitt can notperform, But is heere expreſſed 
by this his teccor and baſhfulnes even to conſumption. Like the falling down of the 
countenance of Cain , bythe wordes of terrdr and baſhfulnes repeated , which thing 
the very number of the Plalme,the leetterVax doth (ignify;w hich alſo fignifyeth ahook 
or crook, So, that hee would not lay hold on him, and ſeize on him in his anger, bur 
pittyfully,and gentle-ly ; becauſhee is weak and fo terrifyed ſoul and body, by his ſore 
hand ſo long upon him:and ihattherfor hee would heal him of all , and relcas him and 
ler him goerather then deſtroy himzand ſaue him from the grave, from whence, ther is 
noe redemptis nor fetching again. His ſighes fetch teares,and his teares pull out his eyes, 
by the provocation o fhis afflictors. Hearing and recciuing , his requeſt , and prayer,and 
baſhfulnes,and terror of the enimy to draw them back : is all the myſtery of the con- 
ſtcuction. | | 

- The Gencfis is Vau hippxc in grammer, for changeing the times that make-cth the 
time paſt,the time to come and alſo the contrary , beceing joyned to the one, it makes tho 
other, and therfore is called Vas , the contrary ,or Van the changeable or converlive. 
Gods angry correction by David his enemyes , and his terror and indignation hath 
chroughly tranſlated him and changed him; therfor hee would an utter confuſion and 
alrcration of their cſtate : which is ſeen , by the comming of the ſame wordes on bothe 
ſides, firſt on his part,and after for his enimyes, and alſo doublcd in cither place,to make 
them markablczfor {uch paſſions turne men again, and changeth and altereth them,by a 


ncat reſemblance. 
A: hich was excellet in David,and heerby,hee ſhine-cd before all men,as Pl.13 2, 
Therfor hee mak<eth.Tuſtice his rule , and his rule, his ſoveraigne lord;zand his 
King, his God and religionzby all allegiatice. Heerin hee truſteth for all his ſe- 
cureity (in his greateſt affliction and perſecution) for deliverance, for the pureity and in- 
regrity of his minde,and (yncerity of his hart; againſt which,yf hce hath vacyed : hee con- 
fiderethand craycth the judgementdue withouc favour , if hee be guilty of the imputa= 
tion,and wcong : as to repay his focs or bee reyengefull upon his cauſeles enimyes, as.in 
caſe of Saul and Abſolom impute-ed by Shemei:thar his glory may ceaſe, and his life be 
abaſc-cd,and all his eſtimation com to nothing. Cruell and deadly weapons are provide- 
ed forcruell perfecurors , while they plott and conceiue and work deſtcuQion by ſub- 
tile diſlembling and falſ-hood : their own plots and pitrs catch th&E,and the cruell ſtrokes 
of underminers bring the carthupon them. And becaus ſuch was the end and judge- 
ment of his enimyes,the wicked,tharin malice ſtiil work their own deſtruction: he than- 
keth God for his juſtice, and commendeth the calliog upon his name. Z 

The Conſtruction is in clecring bimſelf of revenge, becauſir belongeth to God only, 
and of the ſeven-fold judgement of God , Gen.4. according to the figure of ſeven the 
number of the Pfalme,the letter Zain, due upon perſecutors, he ſhewes alſo the way of 
his judgement, as all Gods wordes are judgement,Deut.z3._ 

The Geneſis is in Pagnal,a patt of ſpeech , which is to work : for all a mans work 
bringeth judgement , Eccl.11. which thing will plainly appeec, yf the wordes of perſe- 
cution, deliverance, work and judgement be conſidered, with the repetition and declina« 
tion of themzfor all is bur the work of man and the work of God,and the end of bothe.

ſhould not be ſaved by bis faith , as well as the fathers of the church before him , like 
Hebr. 11, . ſeeing his truſt was upon God from his mothers breft, and had no other ſuc-. 
cour, but was wholeley caſt upon him all his life. And, why hee recetveth all reproche in 
the world , while they are highly commendcd:that his trult was ſo notable, that hee ſuf- 
fered all kinde of floutes, and mocks,and (korn fqr the ſame. His adverlity is:the terri- 
bleſt enimyes ſer upon. him in the terribleſt manner, and hee is asa man withourany 
ſtcength, and like a dead man , Pal. 88. 71, with neither courage nor ſtrength 
to ſave himſelf , * or face to. look upon them, . Bur is like watec ſpilt on the 
>round' , of no ſtrength , quite loſt and undon , his bones hang not together , his 
actis molten, his marrow is dryed,and his tong cleaves to his Iawcs,and that God hath 
even turned him to duſt, They tear him in pecces.and quarter him, like dogs and lions, 
that hee may ſec his bones in their mouthes, by their look upon him,and his clothes di- 
vide-<d among them. .

In the eighteenth Plalme, David was baptiſed in trouble, and in the nine- 

tcenth, born by the word , and made the childe of Godby reformation, and 

from rhence ſtrengthened and confirmed by his Name, for which hee giveth 
all glory to God.” And inthis Pſalme hee isreceived to glory, the greateſt glory.of 
God becing his refurrefion. Beforethe loſſof the Ark, David was but oyer ſhoogs and 
werſhod in affliction, yet hee made his recoyery great , and his deliverance miraculous; 
but now ,- hee js up to the necck, yea over head and caresin heyynes when hee hath 
loſt his charge , his ſtrength and ornament and falyation. So that hee meancth heeran 
infinit inagrifying of God for his reſurreion out of ſuck a ſorrow , beeing asa poor 
ſhipwra@ man of all hisconfidence.For ther is no dalcent ſo low as into a mans cnimyes 
hands, and no captivity ſo miſcrable,or any miſery ſo greevous as the whole Churches, 
to a Defendour , asis ſeen by Moſes, And havcing loſt a ſure eſtate , and feeling 
the' horror of Gods wrath and deſtruction , and fallen in this terrible pir of diſtreſles 
andaffliction , as ſeeing no way but death before him ; and conſidering well,thatthere 
would com no profit by the death of a poor and wreched ſinner, but rather by his con- 
verfon': and conlidering that God is not for eyer angry , as Pl. 77, and thatthercis 
loy and life ro beein Gods favour and likeing, Pf. 34- hee trurncth wholcly to God 
for help , andcrycth our of this great deep , for redemption and forgivenes, as Pl. 
130. and obteineth to bee remitted , and falved , raiſed again and quickned , that 
hee may fing and dance for joy,z and that his own Glory may for ever praiſhim , for 
this ſhifring of him out of ſuch miſerable and finfull corruption , intoſuch a glorions 
liberty again. That hee ought for ever to worſhip him,and Say, Death, wher is thy ſting. 
and hell wher is thy victory? And for this hee ſo mightily cxcolleth God. And asall the 
ſtarrs in heayen differ in glory: ſo the greateſt glory in mans profeſſion and proteſtation 
of religion, is his reſurreQtion from baſe corruption. And therfor, that ther is no 
way in heayen or earth, to extoll it, or thank himworthyly. And this much for his 
dedication. 2. Sam.'s. 6.

that hce be not wade a foo] for bis waiting, which is only on God. Spare him,take off 
the rod,and his ſore hand upon him', and hearken to his begging and heare hisErying: 
and this according to the caſc of aſcholer. And therfor is Adonah , fo cſpecial-ly and to 
oftcn vſcd,in this Plalme and the other, for Lord ot Maiſter : Teth, for the extending of 
Gods hand upon him , and ſo much provoking him. Both theletters together make 
Lat,to ly hid, orto hide. Againſtthis, hee praycth to be ſhewed the hidden knowledge

his Enimyes that ſcek his life. That they may bee ſtund with their ſhame for ther mock- 
ing ; and they thatſeck the Eternall and love his falyation , may rejoyce in him and

Geneſis. A kinde of quieſcencey is heer in his hope, his fayth, his rock,the Eternal!, 
for conſtancey : as a ſound ground-work of preaching. His ripenes in the Scriptures 
and perfe& knowledge and underſtanding of them , Pl.73. This is his reſt that ſhall 
comfort, like Noah &c.Gen.7.2.Pcr. 2. hee is pleaſed alſo in edification and' reparation, 
ro tell Gods miracles and his mercyes. The will of God is his delight. This is his 
reſt and rely in all troubles, adverſityes,afflitions and reproch concerning all his works 
and ſorrow of hands,to comfort him, Gen.7. that God may beplcaſed in him,Math. g, 
And thus by the rcyolution of the words of the text. :

12, and the 
hardnes, ill will, and mercyleſſncs of his Enimyes , and confedcrat freendes to- 
wards him, when hee was ill and in miſery: hee prayeth the Eternall himſelf, to 
rake picty upon his finfull ſoul and heal ic, which had finncd againſt himzand to raiſe him

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again,that hee mayalſo cecompenſe them. Knowing hecrby the loye of God towards 
him, when his Enimyes. have not their wilis againſt him ; but hce keeps his integricy and 
the preſence of the Eternall , ro wit, his divine meditation (thanked be God for evcr. 
Therteaching of the poor the Law, is the ſavcing from inn, and David becing ſick with 
finn ; now for his doctrine out of the Law , pyayeth for forgivencs and remitlion of his 
ſinnes,and to bee healed and to bec revive- ed from ſorrow, and raiſed out of troubles. 
His Enimyes beeing againſt his refurreion, pray that ſtill fom divilliſh diſtrefl may keep 
him down and torment him,that hee never riſe again, and never bee cheered more. But 
becauſe nothing can quell his Enimyes more , then Gods fayour in maimteyning his 
Integrity out of the Law , and keeping him ſtill in the ſtudy therof : and nothing cheere 
him ſomuchzas a ſound bcleef our of the ward : Pſ.21. and nothing pay his Enimyes (o 
ore, as his recovery:and that ther is no way to requite or quiet them bur fayth , wher- 
with the wicked are not induced nor hauc any weapon ſo durable : they areſo 
throughly payed for iniquity by bis foundnes. And this is the way hee delireeth to pay 
them ,Pſ.91.6.and this for his cyerlaſting life , his reſurreion of his body and forgive= 
nes of his linnes. And this is the faith that delivercth from Satan , and all divilliſh, 
fall and conterfer vifitation, both of foes and freendes , as in Iob. Which is moſt inci» 
dent to Godly men, becauſe they are a yexation to the wicked ; that when hee ſeeth no 
way to ſtill them: yet hee is ſure thathis proſperity and redemption from miſery muſt 
needs pacify them,and make them have not a word to ſay. Which Pſalme is ay abridge- 
ment of the whole book of Iob: for an abſolution for fin , after confcllion and repent= 
ance: hee beeing well reſolved of the favour & loye of God in accepting of him,$& thar 
hee hath pleaſed him, becauſe of his Advancement. 

ConſtruQtion. enz,is waters,and Aleph,to teach, The waters of dodtrin are a great 
bleſling,and hee is moſte bleſſed that beſtoweth ir. The waters of doctrine arctaken 
for phyſique, and for medicine,from the freſhnes of their nature,and their fluentnes:for 
Enimyes of divers ſortes,and for miſery,for overflowing , as I{.7.By the one kinde, hee 
praycth to be ſaved from the other. That hee ſwim upon them and not be ſunk by thems 
as the waters of Noah,for comfort, and deſtruQion, mark the repetition. ; 

Geneſis. The quieſcenceys are divers. Dodrine healcth the fick. They hane caſin 
their ſicknes,and reſt on their bed,$& are well ſupported,they haye reſt for their ſoules, 
and forgivenes of ſ{inn,& it caſerh the minde. The contrary, is moleſtation 8 vexation, 
of Enimyes and the world, that would have him dead;and out of minde, forarcſt when 
he had no reſt, and ncycr no caſ while hee liveth. His profeſſed freendes are not peace- 
able ro him.

co the preſerver of his life. With a good<cheer, (till urgeing his undaunted confidence in 
the Erernall, confcſleth him his preſent Salvation. But keeping alivethe matter of the 

laſt book, which begann with Ichoyah the Exernall,8c his righteouſnes, and ended,with 
the rock wherupon his foot Rtanderh, the fayth and confidence that hee obteined by his 
way:hee proceedeth now by the Name of Elohim,judgement;and Kingdom of God, his 
Rock,uſcinge no; ather name in this Plalme but once Ichovab for mercy, & repeating 
that ſo ofcen, and aserneſtly as thirſtynes requjreeth drink. In whom hecis, and will 
bee ever comforted,and have his full truſt and affiance , and forever confeft him; and 
waite for his falyation:; and will indure, though it be never ſo long, in hope tocometo 
Beth-&l, Luz,and'Iebuz,and Iecuſalem,the hous of God , and his holly Hill and Taber- 
nacle and Altar , and to the true ſervice of God. . And this from Exodus, for loyeing. 
kindenes and zeal,the fire and cloud: partof the Law. —

tion. Bethahoul: in tabernacles and the houl of God,hee honored the Scriptures, 
before themall,in Paſſover: this hee hath to prove Gods preſence and falyation which 
hee will ever waitfor without diſmay,in all calamity.

ſhall bee his onely and very God,and noother. And therfor hee willeth his minde nor 
to be troubled and greeved , abaſed and dejedted atthis burden of ſorrow for himſelf:

The yanity of ciches to be truſted in,and of the Owners 
their fooliſh wayes that glory in them , and their diſappointments that keep nor 
their honour, but dyelike beaſtcs , and conſume in the pir , like rotren ſheep , and theic 
wealth commeth they know not to whom,to make mercy withall , while death and the 
grave get dominion over them, And the comfort of the Poorein a hard time , in famine 
or other adverſity , or perplexity,the crollnes of his life,called the iniquity of his heeles, 
That when as the Richeman that likeed this life , and the worſhip belonging to it,ſhall 
dye without riches or glory,to deſcend with him : the Poor- man ſhall bee , redeemed 
from his miſcry, and bee accepted and live,to bee heire to his fathers that are deceaflecd, 
and injoy his ſubſtance,the word of God. Thus is the Poor man for his patience,cxalt- 
ed up to heaven, and the Richman condemnedto hell,for want of underſtanding : the 
one becing alive and happy , and the other dead and in hell for ſorrow. They have 
Moſes and the Prophets, letthem hear them.&c. Yf Moſes and the Prophets can quench 
the wrath of God,and extinguiſh the flames of Hell , & quiet a tormented conſcience; 
then ſurely, Moſes and the Prophets are the truc and living way to grace and to Chriſt: 
as Chriſte is the way to the farher , and the underſtanding of Moles and the Scriprures, 
Abrahams boſom. And fiom henceis that parable , luke 16.which i$ heer proclaimed to 
Riche-mcn,and Men inadyerſity. Which dotine,as itis called a parablc in the greek, 
and a compariſon in the hebrew : fo in latine , itis moſte properly to bee termed acon- 
jcfure, which is a doArrine much uſed of the Lewes, called Signes, and is moſte frequent 
in the Pſalmes:parables beeing a good demonſtration, & a principall evidence of truthe, 
As tokens ſhew freendes:ſo fignesare apeece of knowledge , wherby wee are brought 
to belecff: and as wee know in part by them : Sois it a ſtep to faith. And by this oblers- 
vation, David is mightily confirmed, & highly honoureth the doctrine through-out the 
Plalmes,and greatly complainerh, that Ierufalem wanted lerned men, therin , as Pſ.74. 
Therfor hee firſt propoundeth the Riche-mans travaile concerning the world : count» 
Ivgit a hard thing for him to enter into the kingdom of heaven. And makeing all his 
habilements & facultyes of riches,nothing worth,and all his pleaſure to bee but the flat- 
tery of the world, and bur for a ſhort ſcafon: becauſe the Rich hath many freendes,as Sa- 
lomon ſaycth,and good likeing , is highly commended of the world , that raketh him 
clean away and deludeeth him, and bewitcheth & aſtonyeth his underſtanding ; that hee 
is no more capable then a beaſt Dan, 4. of the golden rules of righteouſnes,by law or by 
faith,as a icholer of Ieruſalem. So dyeth hec and gocth into oblivion,and deſcendeth 
into utter darknes,and corruption like a dumb beaſt never to be mentioned more: which 
for want of faythor virtue to ſucced him,or good education to out live or ſurvive him: 
hee dyeth a ſecond death, andall his honour and glory is ended with hin in the duſt, as 
Pſ.7.and death triumpheth over him. And as Pride gocth before the fall : fo the fall of 
manzis the truſting in riches , and honour, and |ctting {lip knowledge and underſtand= 
ing & the fcar of the Lord, When David (eeth this end com of the Rich, whoſe ſtate all 
along is contrary,2.Thel.1.to his:hee beeing much perplexed with the errors of his life: 
hee eafily concludeth,that by his dayly affliction and miſery 4 heeis therby, to look for 
eternall comfort, glory and felicity. Therfor hee feareth not but hee ſhall bee made 
wiſe unto ſalyation,and by correCtion eſcape the pit,that his form and ſhape corrupt nor,

UPON THE PSALMS. 


PSALM L1. 


Avid takeeth his occaſion in this Plalme, to accuſe himſelf, of Murther and 
D Adultery, though hee ſpeaketh bur of Mucther, which was cauſed by Adultery, 

And ſeeing in his conicience the uglynes of this Sinn and tranſgrefſion,and the 

continuall blemiſk, of his guiltines ; and that hee had onely (inned againſt, God, 
and highly diſpleaſed him , by rranſgrefſing his word 3 becaus the fleſbly and naturall 
man had prevailed in him , and that hee had this' wickednes in him from che womb, 
according tothe trathe of the Scriptures, as Pſ; 58. and God loved the. truthe from 
the hart: and confeſſion beeing requireed, as Pf. 50, and/as the ſtory of the Leper doth 
follow ſacrifice inthe Law : ſo heer. And therforhee turneth his (inning to Lepry; 
and for his form, proccedeth in the perſon of a Leper , and praycth for forgivenes, as a 
Leper for clenfing, Math. 8. Luc, 17. And inthiscloud , hee beginnethac the mercy 
ſeat, that God would ſhew his mighty Kindenes and mercy upon him., and wipe away 
all his treſpaſſ”, and waſh away all his finn , andclens himfrom the ſpots ofthis ini- 
quity , which compaſled his heeles and marred his going , as Pf. 49. and giue.bim in- 
ward wiidom, to fanctifye him and purge him like [flop andclenſchim:to juſtify him, 
and waſh him, whiteer then ſnow , and deliver him out of tempration:, and cheer his 
krokeen bones. That hee would not look upon the ſorenes of his finnes , and that 
hee wou!d blot out, and deface his iniquity,that hee would clenshis corrupt thoughtes 
and clothe him with a clean (kinn , {kinn him over again with a. right ſpirit , and 
make him a new man. That God would notput him out of the Church, for hisplague 
and ſores of Sinn , not deprive him, of all his ſpirit of holynes 3 but make him;glad 
with his ſalvation, and ſuſtein him with the ſpirit of zeal and willingnes : Pl. 145. that 
hee may convert treſpaſſers and ſinners, ro the wayes of Godlines.. And that the yery 
God of his ſalyation, would deliver him from Murther, that hee may be ableto/ſpeake 
of Gods Iuſtice, and tell out his Prail. For the:Matter , becauſ it is the confellion, 
aud confidence requireed in the laſt Plalme , and becauſ God refuſeeth all other ſacrie 
fice and offering : hee commeth now with his brokeen and contrite hart, anda minde 
all inpeeces, with erccff for hisfinn. That hee would mend up Zion, repair his knows 
ledge, and re-cdify his underſtanding, by the walls of Ieruſalem, that God may pleas 
himſelf , witha perfet offering and ſacrifice of rightcoaſnes ,, when they offer up bul- 
locks upon his Aitar. Math. 8, Le. 1. 14. E 5 2.00 

Conltruttion. Nun defeftive. His great defeCtis his finn ,his treſpaſl , his iniquity 
with all theſe termes doubled. © Alephto teach ; reach mee the wiſdom &c. Thar I 
may teach rreſpaſſers 8c Tho letters Nan and eMleph: Na or Ns to annihilate, fru- 
ſtrate , refute , aboliſh or make yoid , is intended in theſe wordes: waſhing , renling, 
clenſing, wipeing, blotting out , ro doe away,and falving. ''The Accidents,to make a 
whole and a clean ſubje&t. To deliver him, and curehim. | 
Exodus. His Sacrifice heer, is a Sinn-offering or Burnt-offering , a brokeen hart, 
Penitencey,and Greefffor his finn. And a broken ſpirit, for a meanes of a new Creation 
of a clean hart , right and firm , of a chaſte , and of a holy ſpirit, of a free ſpiritand a 
willing minde,and the whole man: that God may delight in his Sacrifice 8c: Marke how 
all the wordes are doubled ; to ſhew the intention. And ſave him, make him glad once 
again, and to rejoyce in him ,. with righteouſnes and praif. Hoſ. 14 Heb. 13. For an- 
on kinde of ſacrifice , to perform their promiſſ in Egypt. a God of Salyacion, for 
is Name. k | 
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Erwcen us aud you is firmed a great gulf, they that would gee from hence to 
you , cannot , and they that would com from thence to us, cannot. So is the 
difference and diſtance between the Rich and the Poor , not ſmall , and the'paſ- 
ſageimpoſſible. For when the Poor hath all his hopeand truſt in God: the 

: WP Rich 
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Rich reckoneth not of Gad tall, haveing gotten what his hart can wiſh-but blaſphem- 
eh as Pl. 10. Neither can the Rich-man bee brought ro.the Poor-mans faith , not the 
Poor bee made profane, or can they be reconcilecd «ch to other 3 So farr a {under is 
Proſperity and Adverſity /,; pride and baſhfullnes. Neither by any meanes , can their 
puniſhment or reward be changed , fo great a firmament,and ſo unpaſlible a ſpace is ſet 
berwcen:them. Diſdeigne keepeth off the one , and frar,the other. And likewiſe, 
wher'their Jots bechangredzthe one becing made happy, the other accurled,to make the 
righteous mery- Andthis oppoſition is good, by the divers and contrary lens of divers 
wordesinthe ſame Plalme, as Haveth, welth and corruprion:Cheſed , blaſphcmy,and 
kindenes:and Shereſh , ina contcary fenl; as Plal.8gq. The occation of this Plalme is 
Doogs diſcovery of David;and complaining of his frceend Ahimelek , to get his life,and 
that the Poor,in afflition,wight have no place left him ar all: and this,by the praRiite of 


' a keen and ſubdole tongue; that cauſeth all miſchecff and diviſton, variance and debate, 


ſtrifeand contention, never to beereconcileed or appealed more. Iris corrupt, and 
falf,and ſubdolc,and ſharp,malitious, and ſpircfull, and inflamecd with blaſphemy, and 
uſcechval the wayes of deſtruction,devouring & ſubverſion : ſo his judgement muſt bee 
to feel eternall flames thecin,and his own overthrow from God,and an expelling out of 
his hou and plantation,and an utter rooting of him out of the world with diſgiacesfor 
truſting in his highe place & his welth, becanſethe hevenly Father plated him not: whe 
David is ſtill green in the houſ of God , with the fayth in his merceyes, and admireing 
the mighty goodnes and operation of his Name for eyer. The form is, from che tree | 
of knowledge of good and evill,and the tree of life Gen. 3. Bchold, I put before you, 
good & bad , lif- 8& death, bleſking & curſing &c. Now wher the rovg ſhould bee Kept 
fr6 evill;and the lips from guile,and they ſkuuld hate & ſhunnevill,8 doe good, yf thy 
mean 10 have life;and good dayes:as Pſ.97. 34. Dorg is blameed heer,for his love:ng of 
ill more then good,and therfor held, accurled,and to be throwen out of his habitation, 
and outofthe favour of God,” Forman liveth not by bicad onely , bur by the word 
of God and faith theron, Which is the tree of life,as Plal. 56. The fayour of God, 
P{: 30, :The tree of the eyerlaſting mercyes of God. , that are never to bee ſpent and 
conſumetd : but by faith men gather them concinually, like Manna in the wildernes,and 
they-be renewed cycry'tnorning , allwayes green by a lively fayth. And this is Davids 
plantation and habitation in the houſ of God. The matter is , the abjeQion, rejection 
& codemnation of the Rich,out of all fayour of God:& the everlaſting continuance of 
the Godly, inthe boſom of Abraham , and pleaſant (tudy of the Law. And as Laza- 
rus is raiſcd in David, by prayer , as Pf. 51. by ſuch a faith , to be entertained and com- 
fortcd in heaven : ſo the rich Doeg is thrown down into torments of diſgracein hell,jn 
this Plalme, by the final. judgement of God,that is of a mighty depth , as P{. 36,and that 


is anevcilaſting gulf betwixt them. So as the 5o. is for judgement , the 51 and 
this Pſalme,for the partyes: ſo all are from the Parable,Pſ.49. 

Conſtruction. The letter Nun,defcRive : or the word N#n, to ſpring or grow,or 
from Nb, P{.6.2. to bring forth riches, grow or increal. The whole is defection or 
affetion,and the end, deſtrution or lowriſhing. How the great man miſleth , you 
may ſce, Pſ.34.97. both in his tongue and aff<Rion,delighting in evill,in ſteed of good, 
and ſpeaking of falſhood. So mifling of truth, the fear of God: his life is ſhortened, 
David delightcth in the beſt good : the Mercey and Name of God, and the preaching of 
thar, and outliveth.. Beth, houf, and tabernacles 8c. thou loveſt &c.twiſc. 

Exodus. The life that pleaſeth God,or that God commandethzis in ſteed of a ſervice 
and ſacrifice unto God : and hecr David facrificeth his whole time to the word of God. 
For the fear of God,as Pal. 34. his truſt beeing called his Strength, for another of Godes 
Names. 
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Her isno folly ſo reatas the denyeing of God,and who is ſo fooliſh as my people, 


fayth God? withtheis filth and abonunable wrong , chat maketh them ſtink , 4 
ight 


\ 
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Gght. Ieruſalew had many eyes, yet could they not ſee what belonged to'their peace.Pride 
and prodigality throwetlt them out of their eſlates, finn,and tranigreſſion of the Law of 
God, whippeth them out of doores, likethe rod upon the fooles back. For diſobe- 
dicnce,they are wade deſolate, the flood hath ſwept them clean away , they are caſt into 
priſon,and utter dai knes, and obfcurcity , and carryed intoa lamentable captivity, wher 
Is nothing but weeping and howling, till-cheir tongues be drye, & on fire, and their harts 
burn with horror and wrath and ſorrow , and they have no comfort. Inthis horrible 
afflition and toi ment, they call, and cry pittioufly for leruſakem again , and for ſom of 
the joyes and praiſes of Sion, the place of their ſalvation,to tip ther tongues and refreſh 
them, And this is the occafion. The formis from Adams expulſion out of Paradiſe, 
Gen. 3.as all the heavens arc Gods, but the earth js given tothe children of men: Þ(l, r1 F. 
ſo God haveing placed man, innocent upon the carth: hee by and by groweth full of 
corruption,and woſte abominable for wrong dealing. Then God looketh ont of the 
higheſt heavens, and aſketh for him, and out of the Scriptures;hce inquireeth for his in- 
nocencey., and his wiſdom inlecking of God: and they play all hid,and no fuch man 
was to bee found,no,not one good man art all,as Pſ.12. They all ſtink with abomina- 
ble corruption & folly,and goe backward, and dare not com foorth; burare a frayed 8 
abaſhed,thar God hath forleen them, becaule they arc expelled for their treſpal], and 
their bones all ſcattered in captivity. Shall wee finn that grace may abonnd? God for- 
bid , ſayth the Apoſile: So, all moleſters and workers of Miſcheff, that call not pon 
God,cat of the tree of life, and deyoure it like bread , deſtroy the Scriptures, and make 
havok of the word,and ſpend the mercyes of God,and waſte and conſume the people of 
God,and cat up the Church with profancnes. So, the queſtion is not, wher man iS, 
but wher a good-man is, and ther is no ſuch, which is the Myſtery of this Plalme,by repe= 
tition of the wordes. The matter, wherby it hangeth to the former Plalme is,thar they all 
love falſhoud more then truthe,and wrong more then righteouſncs ; and therfor they re= 
ccive the wages of finn,which is death, becauſe they loyed nor life, nor the word of God 
that ſhould ſive their ſoules. | 

Conftrution. Nu», to ſpring or grow : thecontraryis to fade, ur to be defeRtive, 
So the wicked are, in the fear of God,m dooing of good, as P{. 34.or of wiſdom,in nor 
calling upon him. Ghimel,to doc guod:lo bothe the Wiſeman and the Goodman is wan« 
ting, by their workes. Both the letters make Nay, of Nagah,to becleer. Matk the 
doubling of the termns, andir will expreſſthe intcndement. 

Exodus. The Fear, for the fear of God,and the d:ſpair that the wicked make. Becauſe 
God, the Fear that guardeth them that fear him, and worſhip him, P(al. 34.hath ſcattered 
them. The not ſerving of God, becaule hee lers his people goe into captivity, doth much 
hurtamong them,and freats them , and much diſmayes them : therfor they pray for re- 
rurn. Thepeoplearec not in the right fear,and therisa defect in the ſervice,and the Sa- 
crifice is reprooved : as yt it would bee mended , yf God would refeas his people. For 
with them, ther is no God,or elſ they diſpair of the righr God &c. So the termnes Fear, 
and God,arc equall hcer,and the one ſoundes1o the other, to ex preſſ the ſame. Asthe 
Fear of Iſaack, for the God of Iſaack. Gen. 31. | 
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into priſon. Ther is no ſafe place for the man of God, but the divill and tirants 

will finde him out and beewray him; ſtrangers and ſuch as have no reſpe of God 

at all,asPC. 5 3.as were the Zips, which made haſte ro rell Saul,as ſoon as they could 

diſcry him,amongſt them. And thus beeall placeesſifred for bim, that hee can have no 
reſt, which maketh him in the next Plalme , wiſh for the wings of adove, to fly from 
them far enough,into the wildernes, for reſt: and all is for his life. This ſbeweth that 
the rich hath many ficendes , and all places will ſerv the mighty. Wherever David 
goccth, or wherever hee hide-cth , Saul can hear of him. Sayth Eliah, they bave Nin 
thy Prophetes, and I onely am lefe alive,and they ſeck my life 3 the ſarac may bee ſayed 
of

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of David and mere: ther is onely one good man left, and one after Gods own hart,and 
they ſeek his life: but this is the hower & power of darknes. From theſe, David praycth, 
that ſecing all thcir dooing is againſt God and his word and that God is all his help and 
confidence : and the Lord is with them that ſuſtcin him : that hee ', would by his victo- 
rious Namc,and light of his word , defend him and fave him ; and reward his Enimyes 
with theevill,and deſtroy them , as Pſ. 89 according to his promill. That hee may li- 
berally and freely ſacrifice tro him , and worſhip his beneficiall Name,and his word,and 
the calling upon him,for delivering him from all diſtrefl, ro ſtand in the facc of his Eni- 
myeand bchold him. I 

Conſtruction. N#n,defcftive. The whole is upon deſolation, reſiſting and deptiva- 
tion,as ſtrangers and aliens,and crucll ones, & they that are clean without God, Eph, 2, 
that ſeck his life, on the one part : and on the contrary : Afliſting , faveing and defen- 
ding,by the great calling upon God, According to the woid,/\V#n , to ipring or wax 
great, Pſ,72. Daleth, a door, fur the enterteynment of his prayer, from the door off his 
mouth, Pſal. 141. Mich.7, door of utterance,Col.4. Nod a fugitive for another Kinde of 
defc&tion. En 

Exodus. His Free will offcring , ſhall bec his commendation of prayer, 6 the Name 
of God , for his dcliverance and lalvation , and for the great benefit of calling upon 
him,as you may ſec, by the cntrance,and concluſion, by the repetition. His victorious 
Name,8c.the goodnes of his Name &c, And this for another kinde of facrifice,and 
a realonableſerving of God , Rom.12. according to their promiſl in Kgypt. For his 
virtue, the rigteouſnes of his Name,and goodnes that attended Moſes, Exod.33.againſ 
them, becauſc they were oppolite. 
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his privy counſcller , Ahitophel , his uſual companion , as Pſ.62. (of which hee 

could not beware, becauſe of truſt,nor bear it) and for the ſeditious trechery of 

the Citty,and lamentable and miſcheyous deccipt, that Ieruſalem was full of :' 8 

the miſcheceffs in their dwelling kouſes , which was intolerable : when they ſtrike hand, 
(becing ſecure) and perform not : and ſpeak fair wordes and cut his throat : whom hee 
was now fallen foul on : David prayeth for ſpeedy conyeiance out of it, into the yil- 
dernes,from the hurly burly of it, and by the wings of a dove ; which hee makeeth hig 
providence upon the tternall;in whom hee truſteth, to whom hee greatly complaineth, 
& upon whom hee allwayes calleth for dcliverance: for confuſion of their rongues for 
unjuſt contention. That they may ſwallow their tongues,and cat their own threatnings. 
That they may fcel death and hell,in their lives likewiſe, and torments , by a pit of de- 
ſtraſtion, And as they are Murtherers, and Traitors , and ihorteners of life: fo tkar they 
may not reach out half their time; that hee may haye peace , for the warr they make him, 
And this hee prayeth the Almighty , that is allwayes preſent, with them, and Knowerh 
their rvindes:to anſwer them ; thcir diſſembling becing unanſwerable by man. His re- 
queſt in this Plalme,is deliverance from guile , and injury,the breed of deccipt and cor- 
ruption,and viperouſnes, which is contention, and ſtrife, and that by degradation in bo- 
dyes politique, from the higheſt, to the loweſt, In the Cirty,it is every wher : upon the 
walles, in the ftreetes,and in their dwelling houſes, and among freendes , as falſhoodiin 
fellowſhip continually. Vpon he walles : they are traitors , in their ſtreetes : coullcners 
aud in their houſes: hypocrites , and with their freendes: difſemblers and fals bretheren, 
ſhewing that no watch is ſufficient againſt theſe, as Pſal. 127.and no Enimy fo dangerous. 
Therfor , all day long; hee teacheth to watch and pray to bee defended from them,and 
Eſpecially from fals companions: which arc moſte miſcheevous & hard to bee avoyded, 
Thes doth Chriſt call ravening wolves in ſhecps clothingzthat the ſubdolity of Serpents 
nor innocencey of dooves can beware of,though the one bee wiſe ,& the other God de- 
fendes, © This is frameed from the ſubdolity of the Serpent, that was alyer and a rmbr- 
therer from the beginning , Gen, 3. - By cxprefling all the propertycs and partes: of 
| nayery, 


B Ecivg in a mighty agony for the rcbcllion of his ſonn Abſolom,and revolting of 
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Knayery , and wickcdnes , and is the corruption ſpoken of Plal. 52. 53. 

Conſtruftion.Nwn,defective,for the whole defe@ of the Cinty, which hee ſheweth:tlic 
policy ſhall bee oyerthrowen. Hee telleth of his defect. Complaincth unto God : upon 
the letter and term He , behold, for preſence, loc,the open and plain man. Vpon the 
contrary,hee prayeth God not roconceal himſclf &c.hee would lodge in the wildernes 
&c,far cared * off : his ncer companion that Enew his counſell &c. diflimulation , and 
God that inhabiteth preſence: hee that preſenteth himſelf unto God,God will mainteyn 
him,8& thc juſt ſhall never fleet away &c.Thes all bee kindes of preſence,& what neerer, 
chan his great agony,and fear that hee was dayly pur in, by them? And ſuch a lawentable 
ſateit is, that hee ſo damnerh to hell, and deſtrudtion, and bewaileth. Nah ,from Nahah 

to lament, conſider the wordes complaining ,and crying out, repeated &c. 

Exodus. Offer your preſents ro God : caſtyour. providence upon him 8c, your ſa- 
crifices of prayer and faithuntohim , Hol. 1 2.yout dayly oblation:eyening and morning 
and at noon, like himfclf, Alway preſent him, put him in minde, and call on him,for a 
kinde of preſence &ſactifice. Objeft your faythfullnes 8 your prayer & offer rightgouſ- 
nes,and hee will ſaſtein and releey you, and you ſhall neyer becaſt away , nor gs 
Gods Name heer,is the God of peace : by the oppoſition of the Termes : pete arid 
warr repeated. - ey Rs 
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place to reſt his head. . Whither ſhall. David fly ? hee is every wher beewrayed, 
and Saul is at his heeles , driveing him ar laſt into the net. ,; hunting hiwinto his 
Enimyes handes. Hee that ſo .often,and (o. ſore daunted the Phclifts, his ſore-eſt 
Enimyes:as Pſ.9.10,27.muſt now fly for ſuccourto them. What a caſe was this? wher 
they hold counſell of his fidelity,and ſeek his life, ro ſupprefſhim..  Butin diſtreſl, hee 
is made reſolute, bythe word of God. Therfor hee is thankfull forhis deliverance out 
of his fear, when hee cryed , and prayeth God to pitty him. , The formis from, Gen, 3. 
I will put Enimity between thee and-her , and between thy ſeed gnd her ſeed , hee ſhall 
bruſe thy head,and thou ſhall hurt his heel. The Rtrife is, his ſerpentlike Enimyes are in- 
numerable,and ſhall never reſt afflicting,greeving and tormenting of him,and perpetual- 
ly ſtrive to oppreſſhim_, and dayly contend for the upper hand of him. And ſhall all- 
wayes watch his heeles., & bee ſtill pryeing at his courſ and cariage of his life,to caſt him, 
and deſtroy him , as Plal.17. And (uchis the ſnakynes of Saul, and viperouſnes of the 
Pheliſts, for ſecret miſcheeffs , and privy conſpiracy againſt him, beehinde his-back; his 
hunting of him, 6 lying in wait for him, whitherſoever hee goeth: & thus dothithe (erp 
ent his Enimy,, tread upon his heeles, and hurteth his life and letteth his way. How can 
a mi goe,when his Enimy treds on his -heeles? yer for all this hee is not afrayd, becauſe of 
his truſt in God(which hee thanketh his word for)of any thing they. can doo unto; him. 
But prayeth God,to beat them away for their moleſtation. And daſhthem, and throw 
them down by his angry countenance,and conſider, with what greeff and how often,hee 
had. been forced tofly.zand rememberir. Ar'which mone, and complaint,and cry unto 
God,and his faith in-him and his word, hee ſecta. his Enimyes turn back : hee prelume- 
cth then.that God is, with him,& thar, with his preſence hee hath now broke-en the ſer= 
pents head as Pſal, 9.48. by turning bis Enimy from bis purpole,thar made head againſt 
him. Thus to make the Enimy to turn head ;, and the ferpent:io creep into his-hole 
' again, is ſayd to break or bruſe his head,or fruſtrate his deviſes, as P74. Themyſtery 
Is ſeen, by and between the report and bringing again, of thes wordes : In God Iput my 
truſt, I fear not, 8c, His dayly comention,and his truſt in God, The matter is his faith, 
which hee obteineth'by the light & wiſdom of the-word,& preſence of God. Thar cutt- 
cth oft the fingers of the wicked, and.makeeth them looſe their hold, and diſappointes 
them: and continueth moſte lively, from Pal. 52. 54-5 5.and is able to knock his migh- 
tycſt Enimyes.in the head, and confoiind them. -  . ..- wt 
.. Conſtruction. For Ny , deficient: they ſeek ntrerly to deyoure: him, and to con- 
'; M 2 ſtrein 
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firein him even out of this life. and uſed all deviſes ro make him to fall. Mark the 
doubling of the firſt wordes. for this hee wiſheth their deſtruction and his own preſer- 
vation , which hee findeth , and is thankfull. Yzx,the ſecond letter,a hook or crook, 
is for fear, tothis is oppoſed boldnes , faith and confidence , both the lctrers beeing, 
Nau,of Navah,toprail, oradorn,Exoe. 15. all which you ſhall finde in the lame 6+ 
ctition: In God praif his word, &c. 

Exodus. The Sacrifice heer, is praiſing of God, which they vowedin Egypt ,to per- 
form,'after their deliverance. And this he promiflerh to pay; as Pl. 50. for the defeat of 
his Enimy,and his own preſervation, which is upright with the conſtruQtionalſo. For 
his Name Immanuel 'God with us, If. 7, 1f God bee with us, &c. Ro. 8. : 


PSALM LV/ITI. 
\ Lexander the Copperſmith did Paul much harm , but the Lord delivercd him 


out of that lions mouth; ſo David is delivered out of the mouthof Saul; at 
his requeſttro God , bythe protection of Gods word, called the ſhadow of his 
wings, asPC. 36. and his way of loveing Kindenes and truthe, fayth and love, 
which hee counteth a wonderfull worke: and thafor hee extolls his glory over all the 
world, and with all his inſtruments , ſets out the highth of his love , and faithfullnes 
of his promiſl : the highe tree of the mercyes of God : and among all people and 
nations is thankfull ro hum. Neither doo the wicked looſtheir reward : they lay ncts 
to catch therh ſelves, and digg pitts and fall into them. This Pſalme conccrnes the 
former by the ſameform. It is framed from the Enimnity between the ferpents ſecd, 
and ſecd of the woman ; the one beeing the ſeed of warr,and the other of peace, The 
Serpents and Enimyes of Gods word: ſow: ſedition , ſtrife, emulation , contention, 
debate and diſcord:they ſow ſpearcs, & arrows, ſ{wordes,by back-byteing and gnaw- 
ing, brawling , .quarelliug, bitter and curled ſpeaking, as Pſ.14. 53. never hearkening 
tothe way of peace, bur areall for watr, as Pl.

42, but is ſureof his re- 
deemer , Iob.19. and that hee ſhall nor þec overthrowen, b:cauſ they bee lovers of fall- 
hood , anddiflembling traitors, that ſeek his life : the Godhead of truth and Iuſticez 
and the ſtrength of the word,called bis rock, becing the glory of his ſalvation and relyc: 
and willeth toall his people , that from their hartes they utter the ſame profeſſion, 
And (ceivg the children of men are more falland light than vanity it ſelf: they ſhould 
not truſt to bee rich or ſtrong, by robbery or oppreſſion , Pl. 17, becauſall firength is 
Gods, that ftill prevaileth , and Kindenes , that rewardcth every man aright. - which 
is 3 ace>rding to his requeſt , Pl.

By the Law , ir ſtandeth in performance , and 
that is impoſſible for :the flcſh , by reaſonof weaknes,. and finn, and condemnation 
and death enter therupon : and thelerrer killeth, which is the face of the church, but

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not to be deſcryed , nor diſcovered by any eye : by deep prying into his hart and alt 
his waycs,rckoning that none can ſee them : hee prayeth to bee delivered from this hor- 
for. Andas Servantes make their quarell, their maiſters ; ſo David concluding, that 
they conſpire againſt God , belyeing him,becaule hee ſeeth all their dooings,and giveth 
waning in the hart, by ſom paſſion and light of every aRion : hee praycth,that God may 
give them a juſt recompenſ, by this meanes of their own inventis. That their own reeko- 
ning may fall upon them,that their own tonges that belye him, may bee true upon them- 
ſelves : to ſtrike them ſudainly,thatthey never ſee the ſtroke, till it light upon them., and 
they feel it ro deſtruction. That the very ſtanders-by may perceiuc the plain judgement 
of God upon them;and that the juſt may rejoyce, and glory in their relying in him.O' full 
of all ſubtilty,the childe of the Divill, and Enimy of all righreouſnes. This is the man 
hee feareth,this is hee that hee crycth out upon, to bee detcnded,and his life to bee pre- 
ſerved from. Thar hee fall not into his handes : whom hee delcribeeth by his practiſe 
and combination :the ſecret prycing and conſpiracy againſt him , and creeping into his 
boſom to beguile him ; by plotting and contulting againſt him, as the Hethen doe in the 
| fametermes,P(.2. This man is above all the Enimycs in the world to bee feared, Pl. 55. 
This man keeps him company to Church and home , prayes with him, and cates with 
hico,and lernes with him, and holdes with him , as yf hee wear of the ſame religion,and 
Diet with him,and all to devour him. What beaſt or fowl is ſo wilde, or fo vigtlantio 
look to his life, that dayly converſation will not tame and beguile , and in time,fecure 
him? Againſt ſuch aone,a man hath need to bee awake, and watch early and late and 
at noon day,Pf. 55. mifcheeyous,greevous, hurtfull and moſte dangerous men: As great 
Enimyes,as Satan, and miſchevous as the Divill, as ſubdole as the Serpent,and as holy as 
an Angel ; to decciue the Angels , yea yfit were potſible,the very Ele. Wherfor all 
his attributes are given inthe contrary ſenſ;as naked for ſubdole & covered , as Gnarwm. 
which in this Plalmeis remembred, ſar,and Rgng, bitter and bad, from A1erignim. This 
is the fowler , Pl.91. And the ſchoolfellow,Plal.55. That fercheth him ott,avd hee 
ſhall never know who hurt him: ſo all his wayes and words arc bitter and diſtaſtcfull, 
and cur like a rafor,and are deadly and mortall , becauſe they are falf and deceitfull and 
damnable, Now becauſe to live in fear of ſuch a one;is a terrible thing ; hee complai- 
neth greatly of thisterror of an Enimy,and prayeth that hee may nor live in fear of ſuch 
a one, but that God would prelerye hus life from ſuch a fear 3 which fear is expreſſed, 
Pl.55. Iris dolorous,and with pangs within one, it is as cruell as death it ſelf, falling 
upon one,inexorable cruel tyes,as of death,a trembling fear , that aflailes him, and ſers 
upon him, and befalls him,and buffetcth him,as it did Paul. Hee is overcom with hor- 
ror. Andthis is the fear hee prayeth ro bee freed of, and the Enimy that hce would 
haye terribly cut off : by his own wayes,and periſh by his own traps. That the juſt and 
plain meaning men that truſt in God : with great joy , may admire and acknowledge his 
work,and praiſ him. 

Conſtruction. Samec , to uphold. Hee ſheweth heer the privative therof,and the 
contrary,by the cffc& of bad tonges,that by ſlander , backbiteing,8 ſcandall,overthrow 
men , asa bad report and an ill name doth hang one. This they doe with boldnes and 
aſſurance,artificially and ſtourly:which is as a kinde of door, emprines or opening ,as for 
Daleth, the ſecond letter. The contrary heerunto is fear , that hath no comfort or ce- 
lying. Boththe letters make Sod, a ſecret or counſcl,and ſhew all along ſo much, by the 
termes,and phraſes , hide ſnares and ſerch &c.with the contrary. So all is,ſfecret or pubs 
1ligue, fear or confidence, ſuſteining or overthrowing. 

Exodus. Inthe Law,all Sacrifice muſt beeſound and perfe,and without blemiſh: 
or any ill thing, Lev. 2.2.Deut. 17.15. heer:the moſt holy and precious ſervice of the wic- 
kedis , the maiming, (potting and ſtaining of all integrity , ſyncerity , and ſoundnes of 
upright and perfe& men. And by detraftion and defamation,to marr their reputation, 
even by tranſcending and. mounting up to their thoughtes: their cloſenes,and deep di- 
veing into the conſcience and minde of them. And ſlaughter of the tong , as ler. 1 8. by 
way of privation,a Sacrifice of wrongs,or Burnt-offcring, of dayly conſumwing greetf, 
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Bro Godis the onely hearer of prayer , & hath been reconcileed and pacifyed; 


concerning his flood and inundation, of iniquity and treſpalles, as Pfal. 32. which 
| overcame himzthat all prail and yowes age dueto him in Zion : hee invitecth all 

the world to ſet out the happines of that habitation , the Church ; and of his 
Ele&tion, and the comfortable ſubltance,that is had from thence for falyation , againſt 
the fearfull juſtice of condemnation; hee beeing the truſt of all the world by his power, 
the Law : walking upon the ſcas,and haveing them under his feet; by his unknown ſteps, 
and ſayling through the Law,Plal.77.8.47. &c. ſctleing kingdoms , putting down the 
rageing and wicked nations, floodes of iniquity,and delighting them that fear him, with 
ſending his word among them, the River of the Scriptures to water and enrich them,to 
make them fuitfull : Hee now prayeth God for the farther propagation of the Church 
under a form of huſbandry. That as hee looketh out of the Scriptures upon the 
earth and itproſpercth: ſo that hee would doo all goud huſbandry upon the ground,to 
mak it fit for receiving the ſced of the word , with mollyfying all hard and ſavage 
hartes and wayes of men : and ſending ſhowers of grace into them, Then , that hee 
will bleſſthe begetting,and crown all the growth therof, with goodnes : that his wayes 
may make the word io flow plentifully in all ignorant countryes, called the wildernes, 
that they may bee as well ſett,as thereſt, and triumph as well as the reſt together, Pſ.67. 

Conſtruction. Sameczto uphold or ſuſtein. The kindes of ſuſtenance heer, is forgive- 
nes of {inns,and faticty of grace our of the houſ of God,thetruſt and ſuſteiner of all the 
world. Whos indument of ſtrength and might holdeth faſt up the hills : and bcateth 
down the ſeas &c. by this'privation. The manner of ſuſtcining the erth, is by his dayly 
and plentifull watering of it: and providcing of Corn , as for the dwellers in it, and 
plantation. So that Huſbundry mainteynes all, as Salomon faith. He,the other letter, 
ſignifying behold: is all for picſence or abſencein fight or out of fight, or diſtant and 
overhealing , and that of diycrs kindes , as prayer and prays to God. By chuſeing 
and entertaining necreft unto him, &c. Endes and longinquities &c. and make the 
factheſt countryes meaty Pl.103. thou look<ſt &c.on the carth &c. That the erth may 
be covered with corne and cattell &c. that a man can not ſee the ground , reconcileing 
them , and covering of finns. Love couereth a multitude of finns : ſothe Mercey- 
ſcat,and mans protcCion is lert over the Law. Becauſe the Iuſtice therof is ſo terrible. 
Actardingly,Seh,both the letters of Naſahzco liftup,or take away,or pardon. 

Exodus. Ier.z 1.and P{. 50. Lev.7.you are told what ſacrifice hee heer meancth : to 
wit,thanks-offering and vowes,for his gratious proteRtion and ſuſtcining of him, by his 
mercyfull goodnes outof his word Gods gentle audience, forgiveing of finns, and pro- 
videing for food and raiment,is a moſt mercy full ching,and well deſcrycth theprais and 
devotion of all the world; and therfor this audience and ſatiſfation was bidden proper 


in Zion,the place of Gods habitation, 
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Ecing by fearfull and terrible meancs, and by mighty and ſicange workes , bythe 
greatnes of his ſtrength in this Law , God hath preſerved his Churchand ſub- 
dued his Enimyes : and increaſed his worihip, trying his people by all manner of 
renration & troubles: the vigilance of his word,called his cycs,tending them, and 
ſaveing them,to a place of refreſhing: and with life and rejoiccing in their ſoules , that 
hee letnot their feet bee mooved ; and overthrew their Enimyes , leſt they ſhould vaunt 
over them: hee willeth all the erth and all nations, to praiſ their God , and to ſer out his 
glorious Name for the ſame, becauſc hee himſelf is ready to pay his yowes inthe houſ of 
God, haycing obtcined the requeſt that hee made in his diſtrefl. | 
Conſtruction, Samec , to put upon,or hold up : by the term put fo oftenuſed

Exodus. Heer bee uſed all the termey of prayf and glory of God , and theealling 
upon him, that can bee thought on: ſhouting, finging,chanting, hymning, Plalming, blet- 
fing,&c. with the doubling of the termes,prays and glory, to ſhew of what ſort the Sacri- 
fice heer muſt bee; to wit,according to Pl. 50.prayſing and glorifying of God , for de-- 
liverance: by way of exaltations;inlikencs of burnt-oftering 8 vowes,ncer repeated. Not 
withour finc allufiontothe manner of offcring : for all ſacrifices muſt paſl through fire 
and water,itmuſt bee ſoundly trycd,and found as pure as filver (hee that findeth no wic- 
kednes ih himſelf ſhal be heard)it muſt bc ſtrayned. A man muſt juſtify ic,and bleſl it by 
purting his hand upon the head of the ſacrifice. And this is meant by rydeing oyer our: 
heads &c.commanded. | 


PSALM LXV1I. 
H: the whole Church prayeth for illumination inthe Law of God , called 


his countenance: that it bee merry and gratious upon them; that they may bee 

alight to all the world,and all nations may confecfl him 3 for his juſtice, and 

upright Iudgement in guiding his people. And that their own God will blefſ 
their Jabours,that the earth and all the endes therof, bee repleniſhed abundantly with the 
fear of God. Forgivencs is the way to life, P{.65 .and faith in the promiſſes , and mer- 
ceys of God, which arecternall. The Law cam by Moſes, but grace and truthe,by Ie- 
fus Chriſt, Heerby Chriſt excolled Moſes , and ſetteth him our, and fully commen» 
deth him, rofullfll all righteouſnes of him. T hat by a way that the Iewes took no heed 
of, hee might bring foorth a ccleſtiall governement , which hee calleth the Kingdom of 
heaven and of God, Pſ.145. The lewes were apt, in proſperity , to delight, and con- 
rent themſelves with a ſuperficiall ſtudy of the Law , and therinto ſtrain out a gnat and 
ſtumble ar a ſtraw, and bee much buiſſyed with trifles, as concerning the letter : but this 
depth,and bottom, and hid wiſdom of the Law, as Pl. 5 1.they ſkip and runn clean over. 
They ruminate and chew much upon the one, but ſwallow down the other whole. Re- 
garding {mall things, but this Indgement, and fidelity,and love and mercy of God; the 
weighty things of the Law,and way of Salvation : they wholely omitr,and call Chrift a 
blaſphemer for medling with them : delighting to hear, not at all , nor any whit regar- 
ding the faith thaf commeth by hearing, nor the word of conſciece that is within them, 
nor obcying the doctrine of their own profeſſion ;- bur are offended with the reftorer 
therof. Now this is the way,that David in this Pſalme , would have all the world to 
know,by the perfeQtion of the Church of God : which hee ſuppoſeth , ſhould pure 
chaſein ail the world,and cafily winn themall. And as the Law ſetterh all the world 
to ſchool : that this way may abundantly increaſe the Church. Thetfor the Church 
praycth,thatthe bottom of this light of the Law : kindenes and faithfullnes , faith and 
love,judgement and mercey, wherby they are well led and rightely governcd ; way al- 
ſo lighten the Gentils : that Canaan may ſerve, and Laphet, and Sem, andall the world 
may bee of one religion, and proteſtation, and fear God with thew. And that God will 
perlwade Iaphcth to dwell in the tents of Sem. 

Conſtruction. Samec, to hold or bear up. Heer his countenance, which is his word, 
beareth up all thirgs,as Heb. 1. The knowledge wherof, makcth a bleſſed and alure 
eſtate. A right government maketh the earth proſperous and Joyfull. And the ble(- 
Gng of God is all, which heerin, is peace, by the oficn repetion of theword, Another 
kinde, for Samec, is to lay hands upon the head,to bleſſ or confirm, &c. Zainzto hear or 
conccive,is from the Hiphil,or coattive (enſ,a generall publication and proſperity of the 
word: intheſ words:that all may know it,and confeſl it,as by the like repetition. 


Exodus is heer, the ſacrifice of thanks and peacc-offcripy , with joy and Triumph: by

for ſolitaty folk , and a Recrcator of the reſtrained , Pf. 144+ 149- and acon- 
demner of the rebellious ; for which hee willeth alltriumph: and becauſ by his ſhowers 
of ſermons from Sinai,that ſhook the earth, and entred into all mens hartes,releeving 
with tho bleſſing therof , and confirming them in their wearynes ( 38. yeers ) by 
the Manna and Quailes , the heavenly food therof : and provideed for all the poor 
among them,by his word and anarmy of cyangelicall Mcſlcnyers : that the glory and 
beames therof daſhed the countenances of Kinges,and put them to flight,that they be- 
came a prey to womenat home in their houſes : and that they fell and lay ſlain on the 
hills like ſnow , , for refiſting thepromiſſand ordinance of God : not conſidering his 
invincible army of Angels, being millions of legions in the church of Sinai : and the 
infinite number of Spirits of ſalvation inthe Law of God, Pf. 120, by which hee once 
Captiveth all men , and ranſometh fom , and the reſt for thcir rebellion abide in 
wrath: for this, his Mercy is above his Iuſtice , as the Mercy ſeat and the Cherubs, 
for reconciliation, and ſuccour,, ate (cr overt the Ark : for conſideration of (alyation a- 
gainſt all burden and oppreflion, Now as his Proceſſion and Marching is all moſto 
glorious and orderly, and all eſcapes of deathare the Erernalls, with puniſhment of 
all his Enimycs and the heads of them, as Pf. 110. according to his Promiſl : Now 
heeprayeth , the church may finde that ſtrength from God , the Ark his ſtrength, from 
his temple and Oracles whichis promiſſed.,, and that which hee hath wrought for his 
people, that all Kings may bring pitcs to them , and his enimyes may melt away and 
flyc like ſmoke : and that (as inal kanttime of weapons in Iſracl) hee would driyc & 
chaſtize all the Kingdomes and people great and ſma]l, the whole drove, by the rermes 
of bulls, and calves, with a recd or quill, and ſcarcer all that delight in warr, that 
Egypr and Cuſhmaycom in,-andall Kingdomes of the earth , for the increal of the 
church, may ſing to Gods Name, the Erernall, that rideeth , and is glorious, mounted 
inthe Scriptures, the Ancient Heayens before them: that with a mighty voice in his 
church doe cry : give all ſtrength to God for his ſurpaſſing defenſ andl pride of Iſrael 
in the {kycs , Plalm. 29. 15. that is terrible in his "tho and ſtrengtheneth his 

cople. 

y Conſrudtion, Samec , to uphold or maintein: wherumto is oppoſced Kindes of 
periſhing. Vpholding is by ſtrength of it,hee makeeth diverſ kindes,and his virtucs ther: 
God upholdethasa father,a huſband,a comfortable conſort alone , a redeemer ont of 
bandes, &c. And all in his church, by his word that ſuſteined his pcople. And ſuch 
was the ſtrength and nouriſhment of them , even preaching.

And for this ſtately 8 everlaſting reſi- 
dence hee is worthy. Apo. 4.5. 7. to have all glory , honour and power , and 
ſtreygth &c, aſcribecd to him. The facrifice is of linging and rcjoyceing and cxalta-

eyes, with calling and looking for help » hee cangetout oft. And confidering the 
want and diſtaſtefullnes , and ttrangenes of his freendes and acquaintance that hee was 
quite abaſhed : compareing his rroubled minde , to the affliction of apriſoned man: 
and conlidering that this, that is com upon himzis all for his godlynes , and that all is for 
zcal to Gods houſ and ſervice , more then for bis ſinn, from them: now his prayer is, 
that it would pleal him , of all kindenes , to deliver him heerof, That it make not 
an end of him , but that God will leap in to him 4 and com neer to kis foul , and re- 
deem his life : that the reſt of the church may not bee abaſhed at his periſhing. And 
becauſ of the trayterouſnes and cauſleſnes of his Enimyes: that their own raeat bce 
made a bait to catch them , and their rable-ralk, tro inſnare them 3 that they may lye 
tumbling , and burn in wrath , when they look in the book of God and ſee his angry 
countenance. And becaul they till perſecute a man in miſery , whom God himſelf

Hee dealeth heer by way of privation, ina 
contrary ſenſ ; His milery is ſo great that ther is no ſupport , but hee is ſunk over 
head and cares , and hee hath no good footing to ſtand upon , or any thing to bear 
him up , buris quite drowned and overwhelmed. The meancs of his pain , are faultcs

him, and ſuggeſt him therwith , by hearing and delivering of him. Hee looked for 
refuge and comforters, but they fayled , and wear eger and diſtaſifull ro him. That funk 
himalſo. Therfor that all his Enimyes ſtay might fayl them. And Gods ſalvation 
way cxalt and ſuccour the oppreſled and greeved , to the comfort of the godly and the 
juſt.

relye is upon him: that hee would not now forlake him in his old age, but turn to him, 
and dire him,and reſcue him from his Enimyes, by his ſtrong rock, his word, which is 
his whole telye,and dayly buiflines of commendation ,that they may admire it. That hee 
may yet prail him farther and farther , for ever , for his ſingular Iuſtice, Thathis 
mighty arm of ſalvation might bee ſhewen byhim , to the highcſt, to all generations to 
com; what evills hee hath rid him of, and how hee hath revivced him, and purdown his 
Enimycs,and clotheed them with ſhame and reproche of their own forming. That hee 
may fing of his truthe and faithfullnes upon the harp , with criumphing lips , and his 
very ſoul,fing for his redemption , and that his tong way never have don talking of his 
righteouſnes,for confounding his Enimyes,for their proud preſumption apainſt him. 

ConſtruQion. Gnajin , or Gnen. An eyeas before , om Gnajan. To cyc for 
malice. The contrary hee followeth heer. Reckoning all the ſaving meanes, and the 
Kindes of helps unto ſalvation, To wir, his relye & ſtrong waitivg,and truſt'in God,as 
his rock to dwell in.

Exodus. The ſacrifice of Praif, and ſermon and rightcouſncs,the fruit of the lips, as 
Hebr. 13. Hof. 14. Ifa.57, The ſacrifice ofrighteouſnes , Plal, 4. which is 
without'leaven or fall doftrine or wrong dealing , of the Phariſes and Saduces, 
Mar. 16. becauſetheymuſt not eat Heaven in the paſſover , nor in any of their feaſtes or 
offring , Exod. 12. Lev. 2. For the tartnes and ſowernes therof, His prayer isto 
God, his Rock, his Fortreſſand Reſcuer 3 as Pfal. 18, 144.aud all by rightcouſnes,the de- 
finition of Ichoyah;his Name. 
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and wildom of the Law of God :and the whole way of God , Pial.z5.and the 
way to peace, Pſal. 34. 37. 97. David now prayeththat God would be- 
ſtow the ſame upon his ſonn Salomon, that hee may fully reap peace therby, 
and that hee may goyern {odiſcrectly , that all the world may bee happy by him , and 
blefſed in him, Though his own daycs wereFull of affliftion , and ſpent in Sorrow: 
yet hee conſidereth, ther is fruit of Iuſtice, as Pſal. 58.- and that God would reward his 
travaile in the peace of his ſonn,who is ſayed, to have never a Satan, Enimye or Adverſa- 
ry inthe world : fo greatly hee proſpered by the wiſdom , that God gave him, at his re- 
queſt, And becauſe many things belong to the wiſdom of Salomon , and infinito 
bleſſings to com from his Iuſtice : David as a father , prayeth for his ſonn ; but the 
Scope, is more heavenly , for the Church. Fit, that according to his Name, his peace 
roay never goe outor bee extinguiſhed. That che luſt may grow and flowriſh by him,and 
the Poor bee delivered from opprefſion, guileand injury , and his Enimycs layed flac 
along in the duſt , as Plal.5g9, That hee may deſerve preſents and gifts and tribure 
over all the world, and that all nations countryes and Kingdoms may ſerve him,and ad- 
mire him,for his mercy to the Poor : and pray for him, and bleſſl him. So thara litle 
poor feeld of corn,upona barren hill top, 4K manureed with righteouſnes, may bee 
as heavy inthe head as the trees of the foreſt , & the Cittyes flowriſh like grafl, for the 
peace of the people , and growthof the Church.

| "Hen the wicked doo all manner of wrong , and that they are even 
clotheed with continuance and cuſtom in 1t: that they are proud with 
\ their worldly proſperity: and that they are ſo well fed that their cyes 
can not ſee; nor their hattes receive underſtanding: for their worldly 
pleaſures which they lay unto them: highly diſteigning the knowledge of God: and thar 
they have all felicity, welth and peace , and are not plaguedatall: ro whom, hee 
thought, belonged all adverſity , plague , and ſorrow , even to their graves: and that 
ther ſhould bee no peace to them : and that hee walked with apure hart, with all inno- 
cencey according to inſtruction , and yetis plagued and hath correQion , every morn- 
ing to his break - faſt', and hath no peace inthe world : hee feelerh a burning ar 
hact,aud pricking in the reines at this, and frets, that hee was almoſte confounded 
withdiſpaire, for not knowing the realon heerof , which was hard unto him, rill hee 
underſtood it by the word of God. Then heecalleth Gods people unto him, and 
promilſeth them a ſufficient expoſition of it, which hee callerh che wringing our plenty 
of watcrs , even the Scriptures : ſhewing that all the ſtanding of the wicked is in flip- 
pery placces. - They are ſubject to all traines, ſnares and intarglements , and are 
brought to a fearfull end , and utter conſumption in a moment. And that their life is 
bur like a dream , that a man doth marr with his wakeing. So vaniſh they as ſoon as 
they becup , and God holdeth him faſt by the right hand, beeing allwayes with him, 
that hee failenot , and makeeth his correction , his counſcl| ro lead him, that hee may 
bring him to glory at the laſt. And for this , hee confeſleth that God is good to the 
pure mindecd of Iſrael, and all leviticall men , and godly foulcs , by makeing them 
happy by the ſight of him; of which hee proovyes himſelf, for that hee hath ncither 
kith nor kinn inall theworld , nor any wight in hcaven or carth , to delight in bur 
him, and that God is graveen in his very hart,and is his portion for ever. And becauſ 
hee ſecth, that all that eſtrange themſelves from God, and goe a whooring from him, 
following ſom other worihip, God or vanity, in the world, againſt his commandements;

The pure harted ; Math. s. hee 
intendeth from the two letters together , Gnog, for a cake: the unleavencd ,and men of 
ſincere mindes: equivocating the word Lebhabh,a hart, beeing alſo for Lebhabha,a cake, 
The contrary is of the wicked:of corrupt and counterfet cariage,and impure thoughtes. 
Gnajin, to envye or malice,is in the word freat or inflict, &c. as Pl. 37. like or diſlike, 
or deſpile &c, his hart failed , hee allmoſt fell, rolce their waycs ſucceed. His 
hart was levened,and akes, Ex. 12. &c. In vain hce cheered his hart, &c. O Lord thou 
marreſt,thou deſpileſt. &c. their image, becauſir is not like thee, &c. Butbecauſ his 
hatt is according to Gods hart: hee looks for the reward of the pure mindeed.

Yer becaule his inheritance is of {o great antiquity, and that hce bought 
his aſſembly ſo long agoc : and hath fed them {o leng, and hath ſaveed them by ſo many 
and ſundry deliverances : and ſo oft and ſo miraculouſly , vanquiſhed their Enimyes,and 
relcaſed them : and that hee was Lord and creator of all the boundes and limitations 
of the carth : the people of God now prayerh , that hee will ſhew ſom end of this 
deſolation , as P{.14.53- and limittheir unſpcakable miſery and diſtre(l', and ſtrech our 
his hand and (aye them.

Heerby , God hath ſhewed himſclf a fa- 
vcing King in the-midſt of ali the wocld , by diyiding ic by his Minytry , which is his 
firepgth;and paſſing through,as through a ſea, Exod.14.. Ezcch.47;: And-makeing ir ag 
cleer.as plaſl, Apoc,4.wher the heades of the Arch-cuimyes are broken in peeces , and 
the great devouring fiſhes of the Sea , brought to land and devoured. , Preachers break 
up - fountaines of the word,that rivers of doctrine flow : they. diſcover the depth; & 
ſkew.the bottom of mighty rivers.

Hat they ſhould lay no fault upon God , this Pfalme concludeeth thejuſtice of 
the deſolation in all the former Pſalmes. Every ſtate hath proper ordinance of 
conſeryation, which failing , all the conſtitution ſoon commethto ruine. The 
whole ſtrength and ſtay was the Law of God,and his ſeryice, which when they failed to 
doo , & fell to ſtrange ſervice: God was no farther tyed by promiſſnor covenant , to de- 
fend them. Moſteſolemn Anthemes and Choralls, muſt perpetually bee ſuvg , by the 
Church, to this ſtrength, in their Paſſovers , and feaſtes of unleayened bread , and new 
moones, &c. for their ſweet redemption from their ſore burdens, and ſower travail of 
affliction,in Agypt : beeing delivered from a corrupt and {laviſh bondage, to a glorious 
liberty of the ſervice of God. Ar their ſorecry and requeſt, hee releaſed them,and ſul- 
reyned them , that they might onely ſerve him : which yf they had don, and kept them- 
ſclves wholely to him,unſported ; and chaſte, and undefileed with Idolatry : as hee an= 
ſwered all their hard queſtions,and tewptations,at meribah,and by thundripg Sermons, 
opened the Scriptures in Sina: as Pf, 61. 68, ſo whatſocyer ſweetthing they had aſked 
farther; hee would had given them their mouthes and their bellycs full of ſatisfattion 
as the deſtryCtion of all their Enimyes, plenty and a perpetuity of their eſtate , and had 
fed them with milk and hony. Bur they would nor Races to his yoice,nor bee ruleed 
by his word,and would none of him, but follow other Gods , what they thought good 
in their own hartes : therfor are they juſtly left off ,and thus tormented , and let goero 
deftrution, This from the firſt and ſecond commandement. 

Conſtruction. Pe, a mouth : the mouth was fed and ſatisfied : when they cried in 
Agypr, and God heard them,their lips for mouth. He will fill their mouth he will feed 
him deintily with doQtine, and give him all his longing. By ſweet words,and clecrin- 
cerpretation,and ſermons, and Indgements, and ſentences , ſweeter then hony,Pſal.19. 
Aleph , to learne, or inſtru& , yf ſo bee they will heare and bee inſtructed, and 
not forſake their religion 3 but they would not hearken nor bee inſtructed , but 
erred in their hatts , Plal. 95. and that was deſtruction to them. A ſoft anſwer 
putteth away ſtrife. Gods word contenteth the ſoul, as meat is for the belly. Thunder, 
and Meribah,and Voice,and Tower, and Rock,and releaſc,& Vicory,agree for anſwer 
and ſatiſffagtion. Mark the wordes repeated, ſtrange God,&c. hear, hearken, walk,&c. 
Teſtimony,proteſt,all alking and fullfilling,& triumphing,and the work of the mouth.

Numbers. The wildernes heer is the devilliſhnes of mankinde , for which hee is 
accurſed and caſt out , forſaken and. left deſolate , turners from inftruRtion , froward 
harts , ſecret accuſcers, proud, difſemblers, deceivers and Iycrs and workers of greeff, 
Which beeing baniſhed the Church and hevenly citty of God: ther wiltremain nothing 
but ſalyation, ſtrength and power, and the Kingdom of God therin,- | Ap, 12. 21,22, 
For the manifold judgement ofa wicked hart , that is allwaycs compalling of ill ways. 
2: Cor. 5. 6. Pro. 11,19. Na. 1. 2: 
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Eruſalem long waiting, for the expiration of their captivity , and return from Ba- 
bel , beeing promilſled ro them bythe Prophet , to bee within ſeventy yeers: now 
when the time approcheed , they beginn deeply to conſider their miſery > with a 
harty ſadnes, like Dayid, Pf. 31, and upon many conſiderations, to pray,that God 
will not fail, at theſet time to deliver them , and have compaſſion on it: for his own 
glory; becauſhecbuiltir, and hath his name called upon , in it: and for his ſeryants 
glory in the ſervice of him., and their love to the place: and for the glory of the place 
itſelf , beeing the joy of all the earth; and for their great paines of dureance , and an 
intolerable fecling that they have of their calamity , growing old and withering therin. 
T hey pray, and ſhout hard unto God, tobee heard quickly, becaul their age isalmoſts 
evapoured away2and their lives expirced, their bones burning , and their harts wither- 
ivg in their bellyes for ſorrow , they cannot eate their meat, and they ſigh till all their 
ſicth becgon, and ſKinn and bone com together. They are wondred atlike owles 
in the day , and like ſom lone or ſtrange bird upon the houſ, to all the ceſtz railed and 
charmed at, by their Enimyes , that bread and aſhes is all one to them , for meat, and 
they haye ſtore of tearesto theic drink : for the terrible wrath which they feel in them, 
that hee hath caſt them off. Now, for that their daycs goe downward , and thcir lives 
decline like an afternoon,8 Godand his remembrance remaineth ſtill, before and after 
heaven and earth, that hee hath made with handes : they pray, that hee will have pirty 
apon Zion , and for his own praiſin future generations , hear the Prayer of his people 
that js overthrowen , without diſdeigne, and looſthem home again , to prail kimin 
Zion, Pſ. 133. and ſerve him with other nations in lerufalem 3 and that hee that bear 
down their ſtrength , when they wear inthe midle of their courſ,, haveinginzoyed their 
Glory buta while , and hath ſuch plenty of yeers and genarations left : ; A hee would 
ſpare them ſorn yeeres of their lives, to return with joy and delight in them,that they 
and their children may abide ſtill before him, and never be flirred again.

Shecis all ſolitary, and ſtrange, 
ſhee is waſte, caſt out, and ruined, her Enimyes have vowed her deſtruction , ſhee is in 
a conſumption with preeft, and becom avery Anatomy in her deſtreſl, Mark the 
repetition, her dayes conſume, 8c. her dayes decline &c.; ſhee is withered like an 
herb, 8c. wildernes , an owl among the nations, &c: ſo their ſtate is the wildernes, 
Ter, 12.

muſt meeds continue his blefling of rhe everlaſting in his ſoul, and thanks unto his Gods 
his diſcipline becing of this ſort. Firſt of his majeſty and greatnes , then his appatcll, 
then his habiration,then his gocing,and his ſending,and his work,that the word of God 
is a comely, a reverend, a graye and a ſtately thing to behold , and for bechaviour and 
coun(cll,ro liſten to : Iris arrayed all with light & glory,and manteled with the heavens 
of underſtanding, It dwelleth in the Scriptures, and rideeth in parables,out of ſight,in a 
dark ſtile,above the cloudes.

good things,and hee made their ſpoilers and their pollers of their commun-welth ro in- 
creal;and deſtroy their Princees, Apoc.16.

By which hee led the people : as the farme of material 
Inſtruments, Of which he handleeth the 10 ſtringed viol by 10 countryes,the Church 
and holy land of Canaan , which hee makesth to ſing by ſerting and tuneing of them, 
Vpon theſ 30 countryes the ſong is { koreed out as upon ten cordes , by all the cliffs,all 
which becing inſtruments of the praiſof God: are heer made muſicall ſtrings, and con- 
cord of the Church and keycs of Dayid. This is the quire and lute , and harp,and fing- 
ers, that carry the partes & play them, and the (ong is all upon the decachord decalopne, 
the ten commandements , his Theme and Texi , and glory, That notwithſtanding 
this great ſtrength and power and officious readines of all parts of the Church : hee gj- 
veth all ſtrength ro the Law, and the righteouſnes and holynes therof , and all proſperi- 
tyto God,as P{.60. This rightcouſnes beeing his glory and his God , as Plal.4, Hee 
calleth up betime,to inyent and fing ., asPf.92. Andto ſet himout in all nations, for 
the greatnes of his kindenes , and Firhfollnes of his promill; And becauſe the ſame is 
infinite,and reacheth up to heaven,and over all the earth : that with ſongs of praiſ,and 
Pfalmes of expoliitn hes might exalt him , and glorify him over all the world, That

2.Tim.2.) and take the keeper priſoner. | For heer ig apew 
earth,a new citty and a new Sion,and afiew tabernacle of God with mcn,and ancw-and 
a heavenly knowledge in man, a new man which captivecth all power , and can notheo 
captiyeed; The frait of the ſpirit beeing in all goodnes righteduſpes. and truce, 
ſendeth our ſuch hymnes and Plalmes and (pirituall ſonges of thanksgvf.meledyinibeir 
hartes for ſalvation; that maketh all manner of ſubjeion captivity, and:bonds and im-.

For they build 
with things not theirs, and for want of due right, and property,there wanteth concord, 
and for want of concord , no conſtruction or building can go up,or ſtick rogether; nor 
no care inthe world can keep ſuch rogether ; that which God provideth nor.. As in the 
building of Babel Gen. 11. and edification in ſtiange tonges : for in Babel, the ſtones 
of Ieruſalein will not ſerve for building : they can make no workmanſhip of them: they 
feed vpon Idolatry , and labour in vain: walls nor watchmen can hold them;they know 
not whar to doo with theſe ſpiritual] ſtones, but ſend thcm home as the Philiſt.ns did the 
Ark. 

Conſtcu&ion. Qzophto inviron,is the building for defcnce,and ſtrong watch about 
the citty. Thc houſe of Ifracl connot be ſafe and fure, but upon the covenants and pro- 
miſes of God, and inſtructions of the word. this plalme is to be conſtrued from Gen. 15; 
2, Sa: 12, 2, Cro. 23. La. 3.1, Cro. 22, 1. Cor, 3. Pro. 8. the reſtoring of the captivi- 
ty is the reward of children ler. 3 1.as well as the birth,pſ. 2. for building,Gen, 16, 30. 
Caph, bowed, Caph, a hand ,.to contein, or quiver, or belly, arrows,and children: See 
build , builders, houf, citcy, children, fruit of rhe womb, children of youth , arrows, 
they ſhall bring forth their building with pain and ſorrow , oppoſed to contentment: for 
neither walls nor watching. can fave heir cirty : but good education and godlines. Zain 
to hear , or conceive the doctrine of the word, or edification , luch is Gods building, 
and ſuch arc his children , as it is good to build , and nora vain thing: bnta thing that 
will indure. He writes upon Gyr, a citty, which is derived from Grir, to erect or build 
and alſo to watch. Therefore he uſcth all kindes both of building and watching, and 
by ſundry tecmnes. mark the repetition. | 
Deutcronomy. The children of God are well edified,andno better defenſnor ſecurity 
can be, than good edification out of his word: it isa bleſſed thing to abound with them, 
and not a vain thing. He ſheweth:it is the Lords work to reſtore them,and that they cans 
not ſtand nor conſiſt without him: which is a wonderfull Kindenes: the contenting and 
bleſſing of his beloved. 
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but to the godly and juſt man , no temptation ſhall rake them, but that which 
they may well bcar , neither ſhall one bone of them be broken , or any tempta- 
tion impaire them at all , that truely follow the way to peace : but (forall hap- 
pines) their labours of their hands ſhall follow them , and ſtick unto them, to cheriſh 
them. It ſhall be good and dureable becauſ of the equity thereof , chiefly , their wives: 
the greateſt bleſſings : they ſhall have them to ſtick faſt ro che houſs ſides , ſhewing their 
love : they ſhall have no wad thoughts , but be ever about the houle , ſo that hor

husband never want her , nor ſuffer widdowhood z and ſhe ſhall be fruitfall, ro imbol- - 


den him ; ſhe ſhall bring up his children to ſtick round abour his table, to grace him; 
and that there be no diſperſion : and that he ſhall ſee one generation under another , of 
children, dureing the peace and wealth of the church , which he ſhall ſee all his life. In 
Teruſalem dwelt of all nations, men that feared God , that were learncd in the kingdom 
of God, and could ſpeak this language of righteouſnes , and peace, and other gifts of 
the holy ghoſt (being not in word but in power) one to another, bceing of diverl coun» 
treys. For in this is the Church greatly bcholding ro God, andis to thank him for it, 
becauſe they are maderich inall kinde of ſpecch,and knowledge, and doQtrine of the 
holy ghoſt , that they bee nor deſtitute of any gift: and hereby they ſpeak all one thing, 
with one accord,and without difſcntion , beeing of one minde, and of theſawe iudge- 
ment. The gifts of the minde are hcavenly gifts,and no muſiqueis comparable to them, 
nor any kingdome to that government , and the harmony thereof , but to the ſweetnes 
of concord , and of peace, when all agrce to hold together by it, as the foulywe or 
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band of the reſt : no one gift can be equalled thereunto. Peace joyneth ail nations toge- 
ther and reconcileth them in Chriſt : that they are no longer ſtrangers or foreiners : bur 
all ncer kin and well acquainted in Chriſt, and citizens with the ſaints, and of the houf- 
hold of God. Heer is an high coronation, and/heerby men raign as Kings: when all is 
thus tuned and brought in peace, peace- offerings are due , and fuch facrifice as this of 


thanks to be (ung. Therfor , whatſoever things are true , honeſt, juſt, or pure oc be- | 


long to love, or of good report: if there beany vertue, or if there be any prail: theſe 
things are to be thought upon, and the God of peace ſhall be with them. Forin whom 
dwelleththe fulneſſcof theſe things: he it is that reconcileth all and ſerterh at peace,even 
Chriſt: this is theuuworldly peace that God giveth , that the heart be never troubled 
nor in fear,and which overcommeth all affliction in the world: And thus are they ſantti- 
fied throughout,and by peaccare made happy that are the children and ſeryants ofGod, 

Conſtruction Qzoph , of Jaquaph , to compaſle,is his wife,the vines wedded 10 the 
houſe ſides and his children waiting at the rabl-,for helps & good additions to him. 
Caph,for bowing,or ſubjeQtion,like the obedient vine, 8 olive plants,alludeing ro (p- 
path,a vine branch,as Caph,a hand &c. Cheth to fear,as Mal. 2. Hee ſheweth what is no 
vain work,but a bleſſed work,and whart the bleſſings bee:confider the doubling of the 
words: happy, bleſſed, welth, well, peace,loe:and ſo alluding to the name lerufalem, they 
ſhall ſee peace, children, fear, &c. Hee worketh evermore upon the diverl fenſof the 
word, 

Deuteronomy, the confeſſion heer is, what felicity there commeth of agudly life: 
they have their harts deſire: and they ſhall be bleſſed out of Zion with eternall life: they 
ſhall have poſterity and peace , and all delight with it. pſ. 37. with the kinds God will 
ſhew him(elf kinde,&c. pl. 18. The ſtory of Abraham is again thought upon,as Gen.12., 
for his bleſſing. 8c. Hee will bleſſe them that bleſle him. &c. Luk. 1. 
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Ll the culture and tillage of the wicked is upon the backs of the godly : that is, 
Ac whole field, where they ſow all miſcheif , is a ſpoiling, and defacing of 
their lives, and all the pains they take is againſt them. They overlode them,as 

Pf. 68. they urge then, torment them and conſtrein thew,and overwork them, 

and tire them with temptation, they drive them, and purſue them,that the whip is neyer 
oft their backs, and all their deviſes , cogitations , and plots are to deſtroy them. And 
for this they draw all together , and are atcem alwayes harneſſed , p(.83. and ready to 
plow vpon them,and ride them. And this the Church found in Egypt, Edom , and Mo- 
ab, in Canaan , in Aſhur, and Babilon , in great meaſure , and with great continuance; 
= out of meaſure and without ceaſing. yeathough they galled them ſore , and prevai- 
ed not : yet they neyer give over , thcy ate never at lands end , they never throw up the 
plow , their furlongs are endles , and their enmity laſterh ſtill. They muſt ſuffer crolles 
that will live godly, and they muſtlong bear that will be bleſſed,and the crolles of the 
church for their profeſſion, are innumcrable : by tyranny , fear, thecatning: treacherie, 
robbing, revenge; wars , captivities, and other trialls , and they make an excerciſe 
of bearing of them. They are to be commended for this high degree of patience, which 
they call long-ſuffering , a great gift of government , Such crofles and affliction and 
tribulation muſt be undergone and cartizd, and muſt be rejoycedin, for that glorious 
victory and coronation of them that endure and huid out, and overcome , and are ex- 
cellent in thoſe uncarnall thoughts , and,{piricuall gifts of the minde promiſed, Thus 
isthe loſſof life, the (alying and preſerving of it , the changing of a worſe for a better; 


that tribulation bringing paticnce , and patience bringing experience, and experience . 


.hope , and hope the things hopeed for : that men be not aſbamed of their hope , or the 
yanitie thereof , as Pf. 25. Now becauſe this is the juſtice of Gogd.to ſuccour the Iuſt, 
and a jult thing with him,to recomponlc ycngeance to the troublers of the godly, and to 
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them that hatethem for the word : the church prayeth,that ir may be after this ſort, that 
even ſtill one thing for another , and like for like ; for envying Zionand the proſperity 
therof, and of all the Church : nothing way proſper that they put their Lands too, and 
they may be aſhamed of every purpole , and fail of all their attewprs againſt it, Pl. 132, 
that God would cut their harneſſthar they draw by , unyoke them and uncouple them, 
and chop their weerhes and cords in peeces, 8 deſtroy utterly their huſbandry ,that they 
may retire with ſhame, availing themſelves nothing , bur retire and take off their hands 
for ſhame, and their purpoſes may wither , and all their thoughts be extinguiſhed , and 
ſtare out their eies with looking for ,.and become mad with their hope , and cut off ere 
they ſee their deſires : That they may labour for nothing , and they may be aſhamed of 
their crop , that for nothing bear walice and hatred and arms againſt it; that they may 
have neither harveſt nor bleſſing of all their plots and deviſes,to delight chem. 

Conſtruidn. * Qwoph, to compaſle or inviron is heer to aft]i&, of Zarar, to gird 
ſtrait or ſtrain hard or wring or oppreſſ': by which word,three times and three feverall _ 
wayes is the number 490 conteined and expreſlcd, to ſignifie the determining of the 
judgements of God upon lfrael , though long , cuen feventy {evenfold. Gods juſtice 
cuts the band of wrong, and ſers them ar libertie and relcaſeth them out of the hands of 
Saran,their captivity & tore diltre{. Caph, bowing or ſtooping,is the plowing upon their 
backs and oppreſling of them, by fo long ridges upon them. there is aridge of furrows, 
and a ridge of a houſe or hou top, for a back:as they torment one kinde , that the other 
may fail,and they may turn the back. Caph , a hand alfo : for holding and griping &c. 
oppreflion is rewarded with improſperitic, as the wicked keep down the Church:fo 
they accurſed for want of maintenance do fade. Terh,to decline and bow , alſo for the 
ſoil where the tillage is. Mark the repetition of the words. Hee is fill in the {tory of 
Abraham, hee will curſthem that curſhim &c. Gen. 12. Pf. 86. 

Deuteronomy. Hee obſeryerh the frequent and fore adverſity of Iſrael froma childe, 
yet God ſtill maintcined them, and cur off their enimies; therefore they ſhould juſtly 
confeſl him. They that hate the church ſhall be accutſed, 
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him company in the kingdom of God, prepareing forigrace and mercy and 

not for juſtice and judgement? Pf, 143. The Church weighing their iniquity, 

and their ſuffering : they finde their afflitions nothing ro their deſerts, And 
weighing their afflitions with the glory that they look for: they finde their crofles 
ſhort of it,and not to be accounted worthy of ſuch an crernall weight as is promiſcd to 
the children of God , by their adoption which live in admiration of all ſpiritual glory, 
and not of temporall things : which by ſuffering are made heirs,and com unto the king- 
dom of God: and ſo rarc and (o high a calling and freedom , from corrupt flavery of 
finn. For this cauſc is every creature of God brought under hope, and waiteth continu- 
ally , to ſee their day of redemption 3 and conſidering their vanity with uncxpreſlible 
feryency,grone for itzand the ſpirit, that knoweth their minde helpeth them. By which 
hope and long waiting , in as much as it is with all ſtedfaſtnes, as Pl. 40. they get their 
degree in the Kingdome of God ; and are ſaved, with much rejoycing and continuall 
prayer, never to be aſhamed of. This hope commeth by patience , and comfott of the 
{criptures ; becauſall theſafflitions happen to him for love to the word, and obſery- 
ing Gods commandements, Pf. 119. Z. Sh, Which hopeis laid up for them in heaven, 
to be fullflþcd with all knowledge and (piricuall underſtanding,and the myſtery of God,

theirblefſed end. This hope isfor things not to bee ſeen , all things workin 


beſt thus their degree: to bee predeſtinated , and callcd , and cholen, and yuſtificd , 
and glorified , and ſayed. Therfor no ttibulation, nor no perſecution , nor famine, 
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nor nakednes , nor perill , nor ſword , nor any other adverſity or proſperitie , off or 
picferment , preſent or future , high or low orany thing el(in the world, can cur off 
theic waiting for this glory, and this kingdom: but they ſhew themſelves approved in 
all things , and trycd meninall croſſes of the world; which arc the very Accearts of 
holines.

ſo Iſrael muſt wair. Mark the doubling of Iſrael , and repeating of Lord fo oft, to 
fignifie wightand power of prevailing, uppon El, in Iſra-el the mighty. And this re- 
citeth a wonderfull graceand blefling of God, and Kindenes to his people. 
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Leſſed are the poor in ſpirit, the lowly and meek , the humble and quiet mind- 
ed men , and (uch as ſuffer perſecution for rightcouſnell ; for they ſhall raign 
and excell in heavenly gifts , and alſo inheritthe carth, PC. 37. And be call- 
ed the children of God. O Zion, behold,thy king commeth,meckly ſitting up- 
pon anall. By meeknes and gemtlencs , every thought and imagination againſt God, 
and cvery high thing is caſt down and captiveed , and ſubducd and made nothuvg worth. 
forall the kingdome of God is in ſuffering , and willing and gentle ſubmiflion and 
obedience; by which: by hang in command : they overcome and caſt 
down invincible holds. A little contenteth theſe men, and all things are beſtowed 
upon them : they ſeek the celeſtiall kingdome , and riches of godlines, and want no- 
thing that is good: ſo, as when they (uffer , it is in hope, and alſo in meeknes , not 
grudgeing , nor refifling,nor murmuting : therfor he ſubdueth bis mind from highcon-

comunion and unanimity of the Saintes : and wheras hee hath figureed the place ro 
bee Sion,and the company Iſracl,to whom all the ſervice appertained , and what Godly- 
nes ther is in them : Now for higheth of ſanctificaticon , that the Temple of God may 
bee throvghly cleans , and that they may grow up to a full holyncs : hee maketh the 
time the Sabbath , houſ. hold excerciſe. The whole law of God is a tree of abſtinence, 
as taſte not,touch not,doo not, handle not,to bridle the will; that , beeir athing thar 
makesnever ſo faire aſhefy , for any kinde of reſpeCt; it mult bee refreined and avoyd- 
ed : and fo work by the Miniſtry and a perperuall thanks giveing by the Miniſters, 
neyecr cealing. - Sabbath day to be ulced , {o that the refrcining from pleaſure,and cove- 
reoulnes fullfillethall , Pal. 119. H , for hee that liveth in pleaſure is fayd to bee dead 
while hee liveth, and to bee a {lceep in it, and drunk therwith,, and apt toall tewpration. 
Except God bee ina man;the body is dead , & the greateſt holynes in the world is to re- 
tire ones ſelf, and walk with God,to forbear:and the greateſt government in a man, js to 
bridle himſelf. And therfor hee willeth the ſervants of God that keep holy,andreſt;thar 
keep houſ with him , and dwcllin the Lords houſ , by night , and abſtcin from la- 
bour and fowling their handes -upon any work : to lifrup their hands,of fo high hgly- 
nes and fanCification., and bleſl this everlaſting righteouſnes of God. For beſtowing 
the ſame blefling upon them, even everlaſting life. And thatas God, in fix dayes, made 
heaven and earth , 8&c. & reſted the ſeventh and bleſſed & ſanGifyed it : fo for keeping 
the ſame,they may receive from him,likewiſe,the blefling of ſanRification throughour. 
Conſtruction, Qzoph , to compall about, his ſervants that lodge in houſ with him, 
and remain allwayes about him,Pf.76. his moſte worthy Miniſters, to doo their funQion 
of thanks perpetuall, for Gods bleliing from Sion, his wighty reformation : by Lamed, 
lecning, and Daleth,a door,for the opening of the word bydoGtrine. Mark the wordes: 
bleſ,and Erernall,ſervant,ftand, 8c. how oft the one implycth the other. Hee workes 
upon the double {enſ of Berek, to bleſl, to which , heer is prayed a blefling , and alſo ro 
iveit.. See the only doubling of that termn 8 the Eternall. And this is fora dore,as

Deuteronomy. This blefling intendeth confcflion of the goodnes and grace of 
God,and comfort which they receive from the place which God hath choſen, Dear. 1 2, 
from Sion,the blelſed word of creation out of ruadenes, Whetin is life, &c.Ioh. 1. 
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| Hat was hard to ſuffer is now ſweet to remember, Great is his 
goodnes that bringeth peace and redemption; and (weet and pleaſant, 
| is his name, that hath made choiſof che Church , and hath pleaſure in 
them,and giveth them their inheritance,and defenderh and comfort- 
. eth them: and agood and ſweet heating it is,that hee hath brought them out of ſlayciy,

16.and that hee knowcth and confelleth,thar 
hee which they ſery,is the greateſt above Gods and Kings , and Lords, Pl.95.and to bee 
preferred only,and meet to bee choſcn before all other gods. Therfor , becauſe his 
doctrine is the tillage and manureance of all the carth: wee muſt ſuc unto the Word,the 
creator of our underſtanding, which ſceth in ſecret aud bringeth foorth an open reward;

QOualah, 
which conteine all the letters,is to belighr,and vile in repute, by which hee magnifyeth 
the power of God and vilifycth the idoles , that have no aſpiration or. ſound in their 
throat, like /ab, Plal.149, nor ſmiteing like lod, a hand. -- Mark the repetition. 

Deuteronomy. The confeſſion is continuall praiſing and bleſſing of God and his. 
_ by the Miniſtry and whole Church of God. So ſweet and pleaſant , forthe 
benefir. 
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Ee ſheweth that all was don in the Creation, by intelleQuall power , and that 
H-- highe Godhead and loveraigne Lordſhip only, did with his mighty hand, 
and long reaching arm,all the wonderfull works in the worid , of his goodnes 
and his mercey,P\al.23. and his evcrlaſting Kingdom of Kindenes and com- 
aſſion : in cutting off the ungodly,and faycing of the Church: in thinking upon them 
in thcir low eſtate, and ſetling them in their enimyes land , and provideing food for all 
fleſb,the unperiſhing food of his word : the ſcarching wherof , is the bread of cternall 
life,and an everlaffing nuriture. So the wicked are viſited juſtly, for ignorant worſhip 
and workmanſhip , to the fowerth degree , of the ungodly and diſobedient : but his 
mercy is to laſt for thouſands , cven for ever , to the Godlyand obedicnt ; rebellion 
apainſt the word beeing a ſinn of witche craft, and tranſgrefſion, moſte wicked idolatry.

S. For this God- 
head of underſtanding, beeing the God of all poſliblity,and co whom nothing is impoſ- 
ſible or hard , but all his wayes are ſecrets, and miraculous in the eyes of man, wherby, 
all was made and facioned , and reyealcd,preſerved and maintened, and by perpetuall 
judgement , defended and ſaved : how abſurd then is the imploreing of ſcnſleſl gide, 
apainſt all rule of creation , and againſt the Kingdom of grace prayed for 2? Yf hee doth 
the things which noman el{ doth, why beleeve they him not 2 yfnot for his own ſake, yer 
for his works , hee oughtto bee beleeved in,and truſted unto. Therfor , that they 
worſhip that wonderfull Creator,defender and preſcryer, the God of heaven, that made 
the heaven and theearth , the ſea and all fountains for his infinite works of mercey, 
race and compaſſion, in his Kingdom , by his heavenly light of wiſdom , reaſon and 
Crown deroend » diſcerned and brought in frame : and not fo placable Gods of 
their own makeing wherin againſt all reafon and underſtanding the Creature is {ct in 
place of the Creator, and a man worſhipeth what hee will, and contenteth himſclf as hee 
will, which is moſte monſtrous. For this invention yeeldeth no correRtion,nor amcnd= 
ment, and is nv part of the Kingdom prayed for, ſceing no obedience is due to the work 
of amans own hands , no more then the father ſhould obey the childe,or childicn lay up 
and provide for their parents.

Gods 
Kindenes twenty ſix times repeated , according to the number of 26, made up juſt by 
the letters of Zehowah. 
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Redeemer , and Inductor, rather than their captiveer and ſuſpender: for either rhey 

will not ſing at all, and hang up their harps ; or if they will have them ro fing, it 

ſhall be that which they have little pleaſure to hear, for fear of rakeing Gods name

This is the food of thecongrega= 
tion,the miraculous ſuſtenance out of the Law and Teſtaments, that laſteth from meal 
to meal : with full cupbordes for ever , as pſ. 144, That whereof every diſciples baf= 
ket,and his ſtore is bleſſed with increaſ:and forthis is the day to be kept holy and fancti- 
fyed , forthe prefence of God and his word init, that ſanCtifyeth the hearers. Which 
preſence yf God vouchſafe not : the people are forſaken and periſh, for want of his 
kingdom.

Heeby- 
ſets them round about, they cannot go forth nor back, but his hand is upponsthens; 
whichis their conſcience of finne againft the law , which he calleth a wonderfull ; and 
a higher knowledge than hecan attain unto. from the fight of which treſpall and 
conſcience of finne: becauſ ther is no eſcapeing : neither in heaven; nor hell, nor be- 
yond ſea, nor inthe dark: whatſoever hee committecth by imagination or worſhip: 
bur hee is every wher with them , and alwaics in ſight of them : and hee can no way

S. And through= 
ly haterh all the enemies of God , and they to him, are for deadly Enimyes. And all 
the ſiniſter fide for $1, pl. 109. 119.ſh.and hath God on his right hand , aspſ. 16. to 
ſhew his conyerſion , repentance, and amendment, Now ſceing nothing can be hid 
from God , and from his all ſecing preſence inhis Law , and conſcience , but they ſhall 
bee viſited to the third and fourth generation: hee prayeth to bee ſearcheed, and his heart 
and thoughts to be tryed, and known throughly, to ſee , yf ther bee any way or work 
of idolatrie or ſorrowfull treſpaſſin him.

And 
ſeeing the tong is that unrulely evill of provecation,and that which ſetteth all the world 
on firc,asin the laſt Pſaltne,and is ſo forward and fo full of poyſon : that God would 
lock up his lips, and guard his mouth , that nothing of temptation or ill matter paſll by 
them,from his hart,in the way of wickednes or flander; 8 that their deinty meſſes intice 
him not,nor þewitch him to tranſgreſl;bur that the juſt man ſhould inſtruct him in love, 
though it bee with ſtripes , rather to bring the pretiout oyle of the Kingdom of heaven 
upou his head, and crown him with celeſtiall underſtanding,of joy above his fellows,as 
Plal.45. That their defenders and deliverers may not have a word to ſay , but bee 
ſtrooken as (ilent and dumb as a ſtone,to hearken to the ſweetnes of bis wordes, which 
is, for the Iuſtice,and equity of the matter , like ine pom-granats and aples of gold, that 
the righteouſnes of the Priſts lips might ring : that though his bones lye ſo nigh the pitt: 
yet becaul his truſt is onely in God, and his eyes areallwayes upon him : that hee would 
not ſtrip him out of all, and overthrow him, and deprive him by it, butthat hee would 
keep him out of all the ſnares of the workers of grecff and moleſtation , and temprati- 
on, which they lay for him; which are eycry howre,as an open pitt ready to ſwallow him: 
and that the wicked , may juſtly fall imto the meaſhes of their own nets, and into the pitt 
of thcir own makeing. While heeeſcapeth , and hath his iſſue our of cemptation,and is

Therfor beeing now in a difperate caſe and in 
great diſtreſl : that his ſpirit fainted , and that hee was intrapped in all his courſes: and 
ſnares layed for him, which way ſoever hee went: and that ther is no refugeat his right 
hand to be found : or any manarall to diſtinguiſh ot entettaine him : or any boſom to 
receive him : or to diſſcern or help him :- or that careerth for him, to ſave his life : hee 
now crycth unto God,and beleachk him, makeing him his portion,and ſetting him arr 
his right hand,as Pſal.

92. heewilleth to! ptaif God, and chant 
out-his praiſ, and becauſ his wiſdom in this pſalm is 1o infinitely ſer out, as his fpeciall 
property: heer heeaſcciberh that unto him, and willerh, that they ſing plalms to him 
with.chanks, on the harp , pf. 92, and that Teruſaleniand Sion aboye all , ſhould com- 
mend and prail him : for theic ſo great benefit for the ſervice of him, pl. 92. Further« 
more., haycing done with the preacher, hee commeth now to the fermon, whichis, 
righteoſnes, and this is the content of all the Scriptures and ſumm of them , the word 
of God and ſword of the ſpiric , which hee handlech, pl, 141+ Therfor, in this pſalm 
hee reckonceth the books of the bible ; as Ovid-teckoned the books of Virgill, Am. | 
Elcg. 15. then fo this work and authority : and firſt, the five books of the Law, then 
. ona ad Tee - 


Pi Gods praif is ſo deſircable a thing ,and ſo comely :and God fo good and 
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the firſt Prophets, contcining loſuah , ludges, Samuel , and Kings, the charets atid 
horſmen of Iſrael ; and laftly the f1xteen lait Prophets, the ſtrong barcs of the citty gates 
of Icruſalem , as pſ. 127. the garriſon of peace in their borders , and plentifull proviſi- 
on of choiſ bleſſings within it, with ſweer annotations for mention of them , wherin hee 
ſhoweth , that although God hath given the church the cup of his wrath: to taſte , and 
ſent themthe hard weather of his (wifr judgement by the law of condemnation, and 
makcing their hearts as cold and as hard as a ſtone: yet turning the winde abour, ther 

'commeth a thaw of comfortable doctrine , out of the Prophets to ſave them. So that 
the whole Scriptures and ſcope of them , and the iudgements and preſcripts and com- 
fort and (alyation, beeing ohely known unto the Church : all the world could not com- 
pare with them, as pf. 47. And hecrin is the pleafantnes and ſweernes of the everlaſting, 
And this is a moſt ſeeraly praiſ, and that which beſt bccommetrh Preachers 5 and thac 
which they are bound into,
